September 9.—‘'God’s contribution 

to the American people will be the 
sparing of the president's life.” 

As the evening shadows were falling to- 
night John G. Milburn, president of the 
Pan-American exposition, reverently ut- 
tered these words as he stood before the 
house in which the nation’s patient is 
fighting so bravely with death. And 
all who have been at the Milburn resi- 
dence today refiect the view that the bat- 
tle will be won and the prayers of the 
world will be answered. 

Since last night not an unfavorable 
symptom has appeared. Every hour has 
been a victory. Faith in the outcome 
grows stronger and stronger until in the 
minds of some the danger of all future 
complications is brushed aside and hope 
has become conviction. Indeed, many 
of the president's friends seem possessed 
with a sort of superstitious confidence in 
the president's recovery, which nothing 
but an absolute change for the worse can

expressed is solid. There has been noth- 
ing but improvement, gradual and slow, 
but steady improvement. Every bul- 
letin, every private and public word of 
the persons in attendance breathes en- 
couragement. The reports the physicians 
have given out are facts as they exist 
from a scientific standpoint unmixed with 
sentiment. 


BUT THE PRESIDENT 
IS NOT OUT OF DANGER 


Still that the president is by no means 
out of danger is the verdict of each of 
them. Not one of them will risk his 
professional reputation by a statement 
that the president will live. All they will 
say is that every hour the danger of com- 
plication from peritonitis or blood poison- 
ing decreases. Dr. McBurney, the most 
eminent of the physicians in attendance, 
expresses the opinion that if the improve- 
ment continues it will be a week yet be- 
fore the president can be pronounced out 
of danger and convalescent. And some 
of his colleagues, like Dr. Mann, place the 
limit of danger still further away. 

The fear of peritonitis, it can be said 
positively, has well nigh disappeared. At 
the expiration of tne seventy-two hour 
period at 4 o'clock this afternoon, danger 
from that source was almost gone. The 
president himself has been cheerful all 
day, and has expressed confidence in his 
recovery. Today he asked for a morning 
paper, but this, of course, had to be de- 
nied him. It is with some difficulty 
that. he can be restrained from talking, 
and Colonel Myron T. Herrick, of Cleve- 
land, is quoted as authority for the state- 
ment that he has spoken at intervals of 
several things he proposes to do in the 
future. 

STRICKEN MAN CHANGES 
POSITION WITHOUT HELP 

This morning he asked to be allowed to 
move his position and when permission 
was given before the attendants could 
move him he changed to the position he 
desired to assume without difficulty or 
pain. This speaks much for his general 
strength and spirits. Mrs. McKinley saw 
him again today for a brief visit and 
Secretary Cortelyou was admitted for the 
first time. No one else was allowed to 
see him, although he inquired several 
times who was below stairs. He was 
given nourishment today in the form of 
eggs beaten in milk administered through 
the rectum. 

The water which has been given here- 
tofore cold did not appear to agree with 
him and since last night very hot water 
has been taken into the stomach through 
the mouth with splendid results. His 
bowels moved freely during the day, 
and this also was considered an excellent 
symptom. If he continues-to improve it 
will be gradually. If he should grow 
worse the change in that direction also 
probably will be slow. It is the opinion 
of Dr. Mann there will be no crisis. If he 
arrives at convalescence Dr. -Park ex- 
presses the opinién that it will be three 
weeks before it will be safe to move him. 
It is expected that the interior wounds 
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bullet passed that they are probably heal- 


WIth the exterior wound 
it is a slower process. 
MEMBERS OF CABINET 
ARE VERY OPTIMISTIC 
The extreme optimism of the vice pres- 
ident and the members of the cabinet 
would be difficult to overstate. 
“I am absolutely confident everything 
will turn out all right,’’ declared the 
vice president, and he said he based his 


cenfidence on information behind the 
public expressions of the physicians. So 
relieved are Secretary Gage and Attor- 
ney General Knox at the steady improve- 
ment that they returned to Washirggton 
tonight, feeling strongly that their chief 
will recover, but with the assurance of 
the physicians that if a change for the 
worse should come it would be gradual, 
and that they would have ample time 
to return. In the case. of Secretary 
Gage there was also q public reason 
why he should be at his post. New York 
financiers have appealed to him to re- 
lieve the situation in the money market 
by increasing deposits in national banks, 
and he feels that he can hardly act at 
this distance from the scene if he finds 
that action desirable. 

Secretary of State Hay is due to ar- 
rive tonight and will remain with the 
other members of the cabinet at least 
for a day or two. The devotion of the 
members of the cabinet to their chief is 
touching. All desire to remain near him 
until the crucial period is passed, and 
Secretary Hitchcock and Secretary Wil- 
son avow that only absolute and imper- 
ative public business wil] induce them 
to depart before the president is ngxo- 
nounced out of danger. Senator Hanna 
will also remain until the physicians give 
absolute assurance that Mr. McKinley 
will live. 

VERY TRYING POSITION 
FOR VICE PRESIDENT 

Vice President Roosevelt has occupied 
a peculiarly delicate and trying positién 
since the event which threatened the 
president's life, but he has borne him- 
self throughout this ordeal in such man- 
ner as to win the admiration and re- 


spect of all. It has, moreover, added a 
new bond between the vice president and 
those intimately associated with the 
president, and the latter are warm in 
their expression of the manner in which 
he has met every requirement of the sit- 
vation. Not for a moment has he per- 
mitted the idea to be entertained that 
there was need for considering the con- 
stitutional disability of the president and 
the exercise of executive functions which 
this would impose ®n him. On the con- 
trary, Mr. Roosevelt has been one of 
the most positive in the conviction that 
the president would recover. During the 
long period of Garfield’s illness nice dis- 
tinctions arose as to what constituted 
the disability of the president within 
the meaning of the constitution; whether, 
when the physical faculties were be- 
numbed while the mental faculties were 
unimpaired there was any disability as 
meant by the constitution. But, fortu- 
nately, there has begn no such issue pre- 
sented on this occasion, and the vice

ROOSEVELT DECLINES 

TO WALK WITH GUARDS 

During the afternoon call he met sev- 
eral cabinet officers and Senator Hanna 
and spent a short time with them in in- 
formal discussion. On the streets Mr. 
Roosevelt has been the center of re- 
snectful attention, but he has met this 
with dignity and composure. Despite 
senseless remarks that he was going 
about guarded by secret service men, he 
has positively declined to have anything 
like a guard near him. One of his re- 
marks today in speaking to two laborers, 
who greeted him, struck a popular chord. 
They had suggested that he might be 
afraid to be stopped. 

“‘No, indeed,”’ he -replied. ‘‘You men are 
our protection, and the foul deed of Fri- 
day will only make you more vigorous 
in protecting those whom you elect to 
office.”’ 

Emperor Nicholas gave happy expres- 
sion to the world-wide solicitude over the 
president in a message which was given 
out during the day. It is addressed to 
the president, and after expressing his 
happiness at the president’s improve- 
ment, adds that he joing with the uni- 
versal world in wishing a speedy recov- 
ery. 

EVERYTHING INDICATES 
HIS SPEEDY RECOVERY 

After the 9:30 p. m. bulletin had been 
issued from the Milburn residence to- 
night announcing a continuance of the 
favorable conditions from the president, 
there were many indications that the bul- 
letins were but meager indications of the 
real improvement of the distinguished pa- 
tient. At 9:45 o’clock Miss McKinley, a 
sister of the president, Dr. and Mrs. Her- 
man Baer, the latter a niete of thé presi- 
dent, and the Misses Barber, nieces of 
the president, left the house and taking 
carriages, announced their intentions of 
returning to their homes tonight. 

Abner McKinley accompanied them to 
the station and to the Associated Press 
said: 

“The nearest relatives of the president 
are so confident of his recovery that they 
have no hesitation in leaving.’’ 

Postmaster Frease, of Canton, a warm 
personal friend of the president, who 
came today filled with anxiety, said to- 
night: 

“I go back tonight because I have the 
most positive assurance that the presi- 
dent is going to make a rapid recovery.” 

In fact by 10:30 o’clock tonight the en- 
tire temper of everybody about the Mil- 
burn residence seemed to have undergone 
a radical change.

September 9.—Dr. McBurney said 
to an Associated Press representa- 
tive after the issue of the 3 o’clock bul- 
letin that all in the indications continued 
favorable. 

“No bad symptoms have appeared,” 
said he .‘‘No one can say now that the 
president is out of danger and for a week 
still the possibility of complications may 
exist. At the end of that time, if all goes 
well, we may be able to say that he is 
convalescent.”’ 

“But I have known cases,”’ put in Dr. 
Mann, ‘‘to go well for ten days and then 
change for the worse.”’ 

“That is true, perhaps,’’ said Dr. Mc- 
Burney somewhat deprecatingly, ‘‘but it 
is entirely unusual. If the president con- 
Tinues to improve for a week,” he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘we may safely say he is a con- 
valescent. It will probably be three 
weeks before it will be safe’to move him. 
We must wait until the outer wound is 
healed and strong. The inner wounds 
through the stomach proper will be 
strong before the exterior wound is. How 
long it will be before he will be able to 
sit up depends upon the rapidity of his 
improvement; and I may say to you 
further that his improvement, if it con- 
tinues, promises to be rapid.’’ 

Dr. McBurney was asked to compare 
the Garfield case and its treatment with 
that of President McKinley. He smiled 
as he replied that to do so would be to 
give the whole history of the progress of 
surgery during the last twenty years. 
‘“Besides,”’ said he, ‘“‘the cases are utterly 
different. Garfield’s wound was an ex- 
tremely unfortunate one in every way. It 
was difficult to handle, it was impossible 
to get at the bullet, while the wound of 
President McKinley in many respects is a 
lucky one. No comparison is possible.” 

Turning to the Associated Press fe- 
porter Dr. McBurney sald: 

‘You can assure your clientele that all 
goes well. The president’s condition could 
hardly be more satisfactory. Further- 
more you can impress anu emphasize the 
fact that the bulletins issued state the 


truth.” 
Dr. Mann said that the president was 


not out of danger. He said that some 
nourishments had been administered to- 
day in the form of enema and he had 
taken water in the stomach. It was found 
that cold water did not agree with him 
and instead water as hot as the president 
can bear it is now being administered. 
The president’s bowels have ‘moved freely 
today and this is considered an excellent 
symptom. 

Dr. P. M. Rixey, one of the president's 
attendant physicians and also the private 
physician of the president and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley, said tonight regarding the dis- 
tinguished patient: 

“I am not a specialist 1n abdominal 
surgery, but from a general knowledge 
of gunshot wounds I can say that the 
only possibility of complication. was by 
blood poisoning or peritonitis, and that I 
consider both now a very remote prob- 
ability. Peritonitis might set in as a re- 
sult of the two apertures in the stomach, 
but up to this time, a time beyond the 
usual standard record, not the slightest 
symptom is manifest. There is not the 
slightest evidence of blood poisoning. As 
to the bullet not yet extracted, I do not 
believe we need worry about that. The 
presumption is that it lodged somewhere 
in the muscles of the back. Pursuing 
natural courses it would now be encrust- 
ed and cut off from possible harm. There 
will be no attempt to extract the bullet 
at present. Neither will there be any 
operation for its removal at present. I 
see no reason why the president will not 
recover rapidly.” 

Dr. Herman Minter, consulting physi- 
cian of President McKinley, said tonight: 

“T have always made it a point not to 
prognosticate in serious cases, for you 
know man proposes and God disposes. 1 
consider the president’s case a serious 
one, and so I do not predict, but I may 
sav, at this stage of the occurrence, the 
condition of the president is remarkably 
favorable, and, personally, I cannot an- 
ticipate anything but recovery.” 

Dr. Eugene Waslin, who was with Dr. 
Mynter, said: 

‘“T, too, am averse to making predic- 
tions, but I agree that the president's 
condition is one that strongly favors 
complete and "rapid recovery.”

It is believed that both Emma Goldman 
and Justus Schwab will be detained by 
the police whenever they are found, Su- 
perintendent Bull has made a general ze- 
quest to the police of the country that 
any one suspected of complicity be de- 
tained and examined.

Athens, Ga., September 9.—(Special.)— 
Malinda Riley, the white woman who 
was charged ‘with having fraudulently 
secured $15 on a money order that be- 
longed to a negro woman with exactly 
the same name, was given her commit- 
tal trial this morning and was bound 
over by Judge Kinnebrew in the sum of 
$200. She gave the bond and was released 
from custody. 

The white woman claims that she was 
expecting money from Alabama and 
when she got the order that belonged to 
the negro’ woman she supposed it was 
hers and consequently cashed it. She is 
illiterate. She spent the money and is not 
able to refund it. She was not aware of 
the fact that she had done anything 
wrong until the officials came after her. 

Dispensary Profits for Schools. 

The county commissioners at their ses- 
sion yesterday decided to ask for a 
legislative amendment to the dispensary 
act, directing that all the profits assigned 
to Clarke county as its share in the an- 
nual division be turned over to the coun- 
ty board of education to be used in the 
maintenance and improvement of the 
schools in the rural districts of the 
county. 

The grand jury at its last sesion made 
a@ similar recommendation, and such be- 
ing the sentiments of the county, the 
legislature will no doubt make the neces- 
sary amendment.

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PLOW INVENTED BY TROUP 
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COUNTY MAN SAVES LABOR 
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LaGrange, Ga., September 4.—P. J. Nel- 
son, of Mountville, this county, is having 
patented a plow of his own invention 
which is going to prove one of the great- 
est labor saving plows known to the 
farmers. The plow is simple, cheap. 
light weight and easily handled. Any 
ordinary plowboy can handle it. With 
this plow one man and a mule can do 
as much plowing in a day as can two 
men, two plows and two mules, and the 
one man and mule will not be any worse 
for wear when night comes than if the 
common, ordinary plow had been used. 
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MR. NELSON’S PLOW. 
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This plow straddles the cotton plant, 
thus plowing on both sides of it at the 
same time, whereas with the ordinary 
plows a man must go from one end of 
the row to the other and back again be- 
fore doing so.

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SOME SIDE LIGHTS ON 
THE ANARCHIST’S DEED 
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Who Emma Goldman Is. 

N all'the discussion about the attempt- 
|< assassination of the president, there 

is beginning to figure Emma Goldman, 
to whose teachings, as distorted by the 
criminal’s own vicious mind, the tragedy 
was indirectly due. 

Emma Goldman is well Known as a 
socialist, a reformer, a writer and public 
speaker on socialistic subjects. She lives 
in the east, near New York city. She is 
said by those who have heard her speak, 
and who have intelligence to understand 
the principles of socialism, to be an ex- 
pounder simply of the purest socialistic 
doctrine no more harmful than that of 
acknowledged authorities on the subject, 
and certainly not as extreme as the 
maunderings of Professor Herron, the 
“Christian socialist.’’ 

It is true, however, that Emma Gold- 
man has been restrained by the municipal 
authorities from speaking in public in 
New York city. Her ideas are considered 
dangerous in a community where there 
is so large a foreign population. This 
illiierate and often vicious element is in- 
capable of understanding the fundamental 
theory of socialism based on right and 
order. They grasp only’ What they distort 
into incendiary and revolutionary ideas. 
In effect the result is, far from its inten- 
tion, a stimulation to latent anarchy. 

Friends of Emma Goldman say that she 
is a quiet, refined, gentle little woman. 
They even see a sort of pathetic humor In 
the vituperations of her enemies who run 
the gamut of accusations from free love 
down to anarchism. They describe her as 
the most harmless, best disposed person 
in the world, and the opinion of the New 
York authorities that she incites the 
populace to violence is regarded by them 
as ridiculous, besides being unjust. 

Nevertheless, such is the dictate of the 
police, and when she wants to speak pub- 
licly Emma Goldman is obliged to seek 
other communities than that of New York 
city. She has affiliations in many dis- 
tinguished progressive organizations in the 
metropolis, where she is a frequent guest, 
coming over from New Jersey, and where 
it is often a source of regret that she is 
unable to speak. 

The recent tragic act of the, president's 
would-be assassin, Czolgosz, who at- 
tributes his crime to the result of this 
woman’s speaking and writings, proves 
the wisdom of the New York authorities 
in prohibiting her from expounding such 
ideas in that city. Though, perhaps, not 
in themselves dangerous, their misinter- 
pretation by illiterate foreigners is a 
great menace to the. community. 

Far be it to encourage the suppression 
of freedom of speech, ‘but even free speech 
should be judicious and wisely adapted to 
its hearers.. 

To expound socialistic theories to ignor- 
ant, discontented and vindictive immi- 
grants, who are incapable of making any 
distinction between a soctalism which ad- 
vocates the highest form of government 
and law-a..uing citizenship and an 
anarchism which seeks only to ravage 
and destroy, is like putting swords into 
the hands of children or maniacs, or 
dropping fire into a powder magazine. A 
knife, which, used by the surgeon or the 
wood carver, is a beneficent agent, be- 
comes a murderous weapon in the hands 


.of the bandit. 


So, the socialistic propaganda should be 
confined to intelligent and law-abiding 
elements who are capable of their proper 
comprehension, and not  disseminatea 
among the very classes who are certain to 
= it and use it for some criminal 

nd. 


Tature of the Crime. 


If President McKinley does not die his 
would-be assassin will be guilty under the 
laws of this country, of simple assauit 
with attempt to murder. In the event of 
his death the offense will be homicide, or 
murder in the first degree. The eyes ot 
the law do not regard the killing of the 
nation’s chief executive as a graver crime 
than the killing of the lowest negrg. It 
is simply murder and as such merits the 
extreme punishment the law can inflict, 
which is death, and in New York state 
death by electrocution, 

The murder of a king would be regi- 
cide, a far greater crime in other coun- 
tries than simple homicide. But in Amer- 
ica there is no provision made for spe- 
cial. punishment of the assassination of a 
president other than as a private inali- 
vidual. Democratic form of government 
does not exalt the person of its chief 
executive above that of any private citi- 
zen. It is contrary to the policy of the 
government. Deeming that the death sen- 
tence is the worst possible punishment 
and that in case of assassination of the 
first magnitude it would be speedily 
meted, no further charge of arch trea- 
son, etc., is added. 

But, as in the present case, when the 
dastardly attempt only by the interven- 
tion of Providence has not proved fatal 
it is disappointing to know that accord- 
ing to present law the limit of punishment 
for such an offender is but ten years’ 
confinement in the penitentiary. And a 
sentence for such time amounts in reali- 
ty to but a Httle over six years. 

In Georgia assault wifh attempt [6 
murder is punishable by from two to 
twenty years’ incarceration. 

Czolgolsz will be tried, if the proceed- 
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ings develop in accordance with present 
New York laws, on a charge of assault 
with attempt to murder. The prosecution 
wil] take place in the county where the 
crime was committed. If the president 
dies his assassin will be electrocuted. If 
the shooting does not prove fatal, even 
though it should injure its victim per- 
manently, the sentence could legally be 
but ten. years. 

Prominent legal authorities state that 
any amendment to the present law wonld 
be unconstitutional if applied to this case. 
Criminals must be tried according to tne 
law at the time of their crime. 

Laws could be made to ‘punish with 
death any attempt -.on the life of an offi- 
cer of the nation, whether successful or 
not, and these might consistently apply 
to future instances, if there be any. But 
in the present case authorities agree that 
however just and advisable it might be 
morally, that legally such act would be 
unconstitutional. 

Ona charge of insanity Czolgosz might 
be permanently incarcerated. 

It is safe to predict, however, that the 
American people will devise some means 
adequately to punish so terrible a crime, 
or rather to punish the offender with the 
limit of severity, for no sentence could 
possibly be in proportion to the crime. 

Are Public Officials Good Risks? 

It is interesting to know, in connection 
with the president’s attempted assassi- 
nation, that such a danger to a public 
officer is not recognized by insurance 
companies. A president is not considered, 
Officially, a greater risk than any private 
individual. 

Hitherto the possibility of assassina- 
tion has been disregarded as compara- 
tively slight. Though some agents say 
that presidents are not looked upon as a 
good risk, still all companies are glad to 
insure them on account of the advertise- 
ment which more than exceeds any pos- 
sible loss through this remote contin- 
gency. 

It is said that President McKinley 
carries considerable insurance. All the 
crowned heads of Europe are insured. In 
England any one can insure the sov- 
ereign, provided he can show some claim 
that his business might suffer in the 
event of the ruler’s death or an enforced 
period of public mourning. At the time of 
the queen’s diamond jubilee any one who 
wished could insure her. 

Pierpont Morgan is also heavily insured 
on the same grounds by many persons 
who never even saw him. Such a policy 
differs from ordinary insurance. It is 
more in the nature of a poo). No medi- 
cal examination is required. It is simply 
a form of gambling, like betting on a 
yacht race. 

It is a decided testimony to the whole- 
some state of national feeling that an- 
archy is not considered a sufficient factor 
in the community to have caused serious 
apprehension for the safety of the chief 
magistrate, enough to be recognized com- 
mercially by insurance companies.

POLICE CHIEF’S SUGGESTION 


Regarding Matters To Be Adopted 
To Get Rid of Anarchists.

Association of Chiefs of Police of the 
United States and Canada, replied yes- 
terday to President Sylvester’s request 
that he give his views and indorsement 
to Sylvester’s idea of inviting all of the 
heads of police departments to attend 
the nexf annual meeting of police chiefs 
and devise means to stamp out the an- 
archists all over the world. Chief Wil- 
liams heartily indorses President Syl- 

vester’s suggestion, and adds:

LARGE MORTGAGE IS_ FILED. 


Is To Secure a Gold Bond Issue for a 
Railroad. 

Augusta, Ga., September 9,—(Special.)— 
A four-million-dollar mortgage was filed 
in the clerk of the superior court's office 
this morning, executed by the Atlantic 
and Gulf Short Line railroad, in favor of 
the Trust Company of New York. The 
mortgage is issued to secure a coupon 
gold bond issue of $12,000 per mile of the 
proposed road, or 335 miles. The bonds 
run for a long term of years, are of the 
$1,000 value and bear 5 per cent interes? 
per annum. 

The instrument is a long one, contain- 
ing fully 15,000 words, principally per- 
taining to the conditions ,of the bond 
loan and the present and proposed pos- 
sessions of the projected new Gulf Coast 
line. 

The present possessions of the company 
are specified to be the old Jesse Thomp- 
son railroad from Midville, on the Cen- 
tral railroad main line, to the Ohookce 
river, and a right of way, almost all gr-4l- 
ed, from Midville to within four miles of 
Augusta. Some local interest was man- 
ifested in this new road some months 
ago when the facts of the sale of the 
Milville-Swainsboro road by Mr. Jesse 
Thompson became known. 

The new road now projected, but not 
built, is specified to be from the present 
terminus on.the Ohookee river to St. 
Andrews Bay, Fila., and passing through 
Richmond, Burke, Emanuel, Montgomery, 
Telfair, Irwin, Berrien, Worth, Colquitt 
and Thomas counties in Georgia, and 
Leon county in Florida. 

In Augusta it is thought that the pro- 
posed route is in reality another addi- 
tion to one of the large systems now 
traversing the south, projected in order to 
get into the state of Florida and to a gulf 
vort. It will certainly be a more direct 
route from the north to the western part 
of that state. The road, if built, means 
a good deal to Augusta, as it opens a 
large stretch of territory now ‘not con- 
veniently accessible because of round- 
t about railroad facilities. 

The mortgage filed is signed by W. O. 
Taft, as president of the Atlantic and 
Gulf Short Line railroad, and by George 
Ketchum, treasurer, and by Fred K. I.. 
Eldridge, first vice president, and J. M. 
Gerard, assistant secretary, representing 
the Knickerbocker Trust Company.

Say Jim Once Lived There. 

Savannah, Ga., September 9.—(Special.) 
The negroes of Savannah are planning to 
get up some substantial testimonial for 
James Parker, the negro who held fast 
to the anarchist who shot President Mc- 
Kinley. Parker is well known in this 
city, although he has not been here in 
several years. He was reared on the 
east side and at one time was a constable 
for William H. Woodhouse, a negro 
magistrate. Woodhouse is related to 
Parker, who has quite a number of rela- 
tives here. It was said that Parker never 
returned with an unserved criminal war- 
rant. The colored population realized 
that he was a man of few words. A com- 
mand to submit to arrest was always 
quietly obeyed. : 

May Do Something for Parker. 

Washington, September 9.—A suggestion 
was thrown out in the executive depart- 
ments today that it would be proper for 
the American people to do something for 
the colored man, Parker, whose prompt 
action possibly saved the president's life.

WAS NINETY-TWO YEARS OLD. 


Death of Owen Smith at Valdosta 
Sunday Night. 

Valdosta, Ga., September 9.—(Spectal.j— 
Owen Smith died at his home in this city 
last night at 6:20 o'clock. The deceased 
was born in Columbus county, North 
Carolina, on February 26, 1819 and was 
consequently in his ninety-second year. 
He was the oldest person, with probably 
one exception. in this county, and had 
resided in this immediate vicinity for 
mére than seventy years.

“Comrades, let us thank God for the 
news from Buffalo. The Lord has heard 
the uplifted prayers of: the civilized and 
uncivilized world. Christian, Mohamme- 
dan, Chinese and all people have united 
vith us in prayer that McKinley might 
be spared to us. That prayer is answered. 

’ Blessed be the name of the Lord, -who 
preserves tunat great personality to us.”’ 

Then, dropping his impressive manner, 
the general added: 

“T’ll back McKinley’s luck every time. 
The God of battles stood by him during 
the war. The god of good fortune has 
remained with him ever since. He can- 
not die at this time and under such cir- 
cumstances.”’

day announced that Emma Goldman is 

under surveillance not far from Chicago, 


although not in this city. He tInsisted that 
she had been located and intimated that 
she will be arrested soon. 

The following discription of Miss Gold- 
man was furnished by the chief: 

Between 30 and 35 years old, about 5 
feet, 2 or 3 inches high, pale complexion. 
thin features and weight about 1340. She 
has a heavy head of hair, slightly ro- 
man nose, Jewish cast of countenance 
and rather full lips. She is dressy and 
stylish in appearance and wears spec- 
tacles. 

St. Louis, September 9.—Andrew Zend- 
len, with whom Emma Goldman stopped 
for a month when she was in St. Louis, 
three years ago, said this afternoon: 

“Emma Goldman has gone to Litchfield, 
Ill., but they will never find her there. 
She can hide anywhere in the country 
where there are anarchists and the po- 
lice will not find. her until she wants to 
show herself. When all talk is done she 
will come back here and give herself up " 

Frankfort, Ky., September 9.—Colonel 
Jack Chinn, the Kentucky turfman, who 
arrived here tonight, says the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio train which arrives here 
at 6:13 o’clock and passed through to 
Louisville carried a woman passenger be- 
lieved to be Emma Goldman. She got on 
the train at Jersey City and Colonel 
Chinn says that a male passenger on the 
train, whose name he will not give, but 
has seen Emma Goldman, was positive 
it was she. The police sent telegrams 
from here to the police in Louisville, 
Chicago and _ St. Louis. The woman 
suspect, Colonel Chinn says, is undoubt- 
edly a Pole and that the resemblance to 
Emma Goldman’s pictures was so strong 
that he is convinced it was she. 

Louisville, Ky., September 9.—Reporters 
who went through the Chesapeake and 
Ohio train that arrived in Louisville to- 
night were unable to find a woman in 
any way resembling Emma Goldman.

morning paper. She quickly turned the 
pages until she found a picture of Emma 
Goldman, when she immediately laid 
down the paper and left the store. Some 
of the persons who saw her say they 
think she was Emma Goldman. 

A placard predicting the death of 
President McKinley was found recently 
in an abandoned house near New Al- 
bany, which last spring was occupied by 
an unknown man, and who was supposed 
to be a tramp.

“It takes a man of strong constitution 
to make his way to the headship of the 
American nation,” says The Daily News, 
“and the belief that this strong constitu- 
tion will pull him through is universal.”’ 

At the same time it is recognized that 
all danger has not passed, and the bul- 
letins and medical opinions cabled fully 
to every paper find eager readers. 

The question how to deal with anarchy 
is discussed on every side. It is felt 
that, if the president happily recovers, 
he will have not suffered in vain, if the 
outrage results in stronger measures to 
suppress anarchism. All the morning 
papers have leading articles on the sub- 
ject, and most all of these are identical 
in tone. Satisfaction is expressed that 
the panic measures, such as vigilance 
committes, wholesale arrests and the like, 
contemplated under the first shock of out- 
rage, have given way to calmer sugges- 
tions. 

Two proposals are now advocated by the 
British and foreign papers. The first is 
to hold another international conference 
with a view to the organization of an in- 


| ternational police force, whose sole duty 


would be to keep watch upon such crim- 
inals. The second is to treat anarchist 
propaganda as acrime. Tir Daily News 
alone utters an editorial warning against 
the danger to free government and free 
opinion irfyolved in such repressive meas- 
ures, which ‘‘would easily result in con- 
founding the innocent with the guilty.” 

According to the Berlin correspondent of 
The Daily Express, United States Con- 
sul General Mason has expressed the opin- 
ion that an international conference will 
meet ere long to discuss the subject. 

Nothing further has transpired as to the 
tour of Emperor Nicholas; but there 1s 
confirmation of the report that the French 
authorities are taking extraordjnary pre- 
caution for his safety. 


MUST PROTECT PRESIDENTS. 


Former Speaker Reed Discusses the 
Attack on McKinley. 


Kingston, N. Y., September 9.—Judge A.

It was not 
a question of courage. All presidents wer 
courageous but their duty was to be pro- 
tected, The position was so exalted and 
important, so much depended on the life 
and health of a president that he should 
not be permitted to risk needlessly. 


SORROWFUL. 


Men Who. Fought for South Regret 
the Buffalo Tragedy. 
Lexington, Ky., September 9.—A re- 
inarkable demonstration by the citizens 
of Lexington and Fayette county was 
held here today, following the attempted 

assassination of President McKinley. 

Major P. H. Johnston, major of con- 
federate artillery under Pelham during 
the civil war, called the meeting to or- 
der, Colonel W. C. P. Breckinridge, who 
fought on the confederate side, read reso- 
lutions of sympathy with the president 
and condemnation of anarchy. 

Leading pastors of the city then ad- 
dressed the large audience. 


RESOLUTIONS OF SYMPATHY. 


Baptist Ministers Made Talks on the 
Life and Character of Presi- 
dent McKinley.

Columbus, Ohio., September 9.—Chair- 
man Daugherty, of the democratic state 
executive committee, today addressed a 
letter to Chairman Dick, of the repub- 
lican committee, asking that all political 
meetings be declared off during the ill- 
ness of President McKinley. The same 
arrangement, according to Chairman 
Daugherty, obtained following the as- 

sassination of President Garfield. 

Chairman Dick, of the republican ex- 
ecutive committee, tonight sent a reply 
to Chairman Daugherty, declining his 
proposal, saying that a similar proposal at 
the time of Garfield’s illness was declined 
by George K. Nash, at that time chair- 
man of the republican committee. Chair- 
man Dick says the case parallels the 
former exactly, ‘‘with the additional cir- 
cumstances, that in the present cam- 
paign, the democratic prty of Ohio has 
gain brought forward as its most promi- 
nent issue the great national question, 
with which President McKinley has been 
most conspicuously identified, and has 
demanded the ‘abo.ition of the so-called 
protective system,’ of which he has 
been the most distinguished advocate, 
seeking to substitute for it, as a national 
policy, ‘the traa..ional democratic pol- 
eof » tariff for revenue.’ 

% t were not becoming fidelity to 
Garfield and his principles Se eet the 
fight for a time because ne leader was 
stricken down, still less it is honorable for 
McKinley’s friends in his own state to 
abandon the contest just at the time when 
a most cherished principles are brought 
nto question, as the foremost issue of this 
and succeeding campaigns. iat seems to 
this committee, therefore, that we can 
best attest our loyalty to our leader by 
continuing our advocacy of the principles 
which he has always supported.” 


PROSECUTION OF THE ASSASSIN 


Members of the Cabinet Consider It 
Merely a Local Affair. 


Buftalo, N. Y¥., September 9.—Many sen- 
sational reports are being circulated about 
cabinet action looking to the apprehension 
and prosecution of Emma Goldman and 
leaders of anarchist organiations, of mys- 
terious directions from the secretary of 
war to the chief of police here, and of 
developments of a startling nature that 
are anticipated. The great majority of 
these reports, in the words of a cabinet 
officer, are ‘‘manufactured out of the 
whole cloth.” 

The question of the prosecution of Czol- 
gosz, the cabinet ,re unantmously of opin- 
inn, is purely a local affair. There is no 
government statute covering an ussault 


‘upon the president of the United States, 


and in the eve of the law the crime of last 
Friday is merely a local offense committed 
against a private citizen in violation of 
the laws of the state of New York and 
of Erie county. The naticnal government 
can have no hand in the prosecution of 
a local offender; his trial will take piace 
in the local courts. 

Of course, if Czolgosz had accomplices 
they will be ferreted out and all the aid 
which the government can furnish will be 
employed, but it can be stated upon the 
authority of a cabinet officer that no 
wholesale proceedings against anarchists 
are contemplated.

Chicago, September 9.—Chicago Po- 
landers last night denounced the crime 
of Leon Czolgosz and regretted that’ he 
claimed to be of their race. Meetings 
were held at St. Stanislaus church, at 
which fifty societies of the church were 
represented. 


Pope To Fight Aiarchists. 


London, September 10.—The pope has 
been so impressed by the attack upon 
President McKinley, says the Rome cor- 
respondent of The Dai News, that he 
intends to take the initiative in joint ac- 
tion by the Christian powers against an- 
archism. He is writing an important en- 
cyclical on the subject, which will be 
published next month. 


Regard Assassin as Insane. 

Cleveland, Ohio, September 9.—Superin- 
tendent Corner, of the Cleveland police 
department, today gave out an official 
statement to the Associated Press regard- 
ing the alleged anarchistic plot to take 
the life of the president. He states that 
the Cleveland police force have ben fol- 
lowing up the meager threads of evidence 
presented, but they can find no proof 
whatever that such a plot existed.

But 1f systematic murder is allow- 
ed to stalk. unreproved over our land we 
Shall have reached a period when armed 
guards must surround every official and 
even be stationed in our courts of jus- 
tice.”’ 

These words were the keynote of reso- 
lutions afiopted tonight at a meeting of 
2,000 citizens of Louisville at the Audi- 
torium. A demand was made for vigor- 
ous laws against anarchists and’ deepest 
SympJthy was expressed for President 
McKinley. Speeches were made by R. 
W. Knott, editor of The Evening Post; 
Rev. Dr. E. L. Powell, Judge A. P. Hum- 
phrey, Rev. Dr. 3. G. Minnegerode, Hon. 
Henry Watterson, editor of The Couner 
Journal, and others. 

~Hon. Hency Watterson, referring to the 
attempt on the life of the president, said: 

‘“‘What must the world of feudalism, of 
monarchism, of despotism, think of it? 
If the hand that struck down that em- 
peror of Russia who had given freedom 
to the serfs was the same hand that 
Struck down that American president, 
who had given freedom to the slaves, 
shall it be said that there was anything 
inore sane or logical in the hand that 


struck down Garfield and Carnot and - 


McKinley? It must be, it can only be, 
an insanity born of something radically 
wrong in modern ethics,.to be punished 
indeed—and punished with death—but to 
be extirpated, if extirpated at all, by 
methods for more reaching than the hal- 
ter and the ax.’’

Judge Alex P. Humphrey disagreed with 
the general opinion as to the remedy for 
anarchy. He said new laws were not 
needed to stamp out anarchy or to pun- 
ish anarchists and cited the successful 
prosecution of the Haymarket anarchists 
at Chicago. He said the country couid 
never afford to ‘have a law inflicting more 
punishment on the slayer of a president 
than upon the slayer of the humblest 
citizen. 


GLAD PRESIDENT WAS SHOT. 


Cortright Gloated Over the Deed and 
Lost His Job. 

Washington, September 9.—Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General Shallenberger 
today summarily canceled the contract of 
a mail carrier for expressing satisfaction 
over the shooting of rresident McKinley. 
The carrier is Charles F. Cortright, and 
he has a contract for carrying the mail 
between Homer, Cortland county, N. . 0 
and Spafford, in Onondaga county, the 
same state. The information concerning 
his offense came to the postoffice depart- 
ment through the postmaster at Homer, 
who inclwsed affidavits from four citizens. 

It appears that when GCortright heard 
the news of the attempt upon the pres- 
ident’s life he remarked with an oath 
that he was “glad of it,’’ and added that 
the president should have been killed 
years ago. 

Mr. Shallenberger’s action was taken on 
the ground that “the transportation of 
the mails is unsafe in the hands of ® per- 
son who would deliberately rloat over 
the attempt of an assassin to take the 
life of the chief executive”’ 


Indians Express Sympathy.

Watson Thinks There; Will Be Law 
Against Reds. 
Indianapolis, Ind., September 9.—Con- 
gressman J. E. Watson, of Rushville, 
who was here today, said he was confi- 
dent that at the coming session of con- 
gress the matter of the enactment of a 
general law for the suppression and 
punishment of anarchists will be serious- 
ly considered. He believes that under 
the general welfare clause of the consti- 
tution it will be possible to pass such a 
law without conflicting with other parts 
of the constitution. ‘‘I think there should 
be immediate action,”’ said he. ‘There 
ought, in my opinion, be a law whereby 
every anarchist could be deported, and 
then the general immigration laws should 


be revised.”’

Richmond, Va., September 9.—The con-

Moore, of Fairfax, abolishing the commit- 
tee of the whole, and then took up the 
further consideration of the bill of rights. 
Section 16 of article 1 of > bill of rights, 
as reported by the majority of the com- 
mittee on bill of rights, was read, and 
Mr. Pollard was recognized to speak In 
favor of his amendment to strike out 
the word “Christian.” 

Mr. Pollard made an eloquent and elab- 
orate speech on the amendment offered 
by himself to strike out the word ‘‘Chris- 
tion.’’ He was listened to with marked 
attention, and in concluding withdrew his 
amendment. Several other sections were 
considered, and the convention adjourned 
until tomorrow. 


LOCAL INSURANCE AGENTS. 


They Meet in Annual Convention at 
Puf-in-Bay. . 

Put-in-Bay, Ohio, September 9.—Thiee 
hundred delegates are in attendance at 
the sixth annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Local Fire Agents, 
now being held at the Hotel Victory. 
President George D. Markham, in his 
annual address, started the movement 
against multiple agencies by calling for a 
conference of companies and representa- 
tives of the agents’ association to be held 
in November, at which a sole agency 
agreement, to be signed by the compa- 
nies, is to be formulated. President J. 
DeCamp, of the Western § Insurance 
Union, addressed the meeting at to- 
night’s session. 

The president, George D. Markham, in 
his annual address referred to the ne- 
cessity of a uniform code of insurance 
laws and to the appointment of a special 
committee of the association to give its 
attention to this work. 

“There is no longer any debate or 
doubt,’’ he said, ‘‘as to overhead writine 
being an insurance crime. The little over- 
head writing that still continues fs done 
in a shamefaced manner, but we must 
devise some method to check the over- 
head writing that is still being done by 
agents who write in the territory of any 
other agents. 

“The vear that has passed has seen 
marked progr@i:s toward the scientific and 
equitable rate. The old principle of ex- 
ploiting a territory or charing ‘as much 
as the traffic will bear,’ is now thorough- 
ly discredited. In the advances in rates 
that have been made during the year it 
has been honestly attempted to make the 
raises on the unprofitable classes instead 
of making a flat advance.” 

He advocated a sole agency reform and 
suggested that a conference be held with 
representatives of the national board to 
that end. 

In conclusion he said: 

“Heavy expenses and burdensome state 
laws are crushing the companies. If re- 
insurance and failures are not checked, 
the situation will only rush itself through 
the savage operations of the law of the 
‘survival of the fittest.’ That means vio- 
lent fluctuations in rates and profit—the 
rise and disastrous end of ‘bubble’ com- 
panies—and the ultimate concentration of 
the business into the hands of a few 
giant companies—or only a single colossal 
orranization—in possession of the mar- 
ket and dictating terms to such agents 
as are needed.”’

Budapest, September §.—Emperor 
Franz Joseph today closed the Hungarian 
diet.

WITHOUT ANY HELP 


Politicians in Eastern Mississippi Are 
Very Active. 


TALKING ABOUT OFFICES 


Several Men Named as Probable 
Candidates in the New Deal 
Next January—Prayers for 
President—Othér Mssis- 

sippi News. 


Jackson, Miss., September 9.—(Special.) 
The extensive amount ‘of talk’ in the 
eastern part of the state concerning pros- 
pective congressional candidates gives 
rise to the suspicion that the party 
leaders in that section of the common- 
wealth are fixing yp a congressional dis- 
trict among themselves without waiting 
to consult the legislature on the redis- 
tricting question next January. The 
friends -of Chancellor Adam Byrd are 
dropping a few hints that he is to be cone 
sidered in the eligible class in the next 
contest, and the name of Hon. A. J. 
Russell, speaker of the lower house of 
the legislature, is also being freely men- 
tioned. As both of these men live in the 
present district of Congressman John 
Sharpe Williams, the inference is rather 
plain that it is being planned to give the 
fifth district a radical reformation, and, 
from what can be learned, it seems that 
the present idea is to take several liberal 
slices from the fourth district, represent- 
ed by Congressman Fox. It has been 
frequently stated that the latter will not 


be a candidate again, but his friends say 


that they have no knowledge of any such 
intentions on his part. 

The political gossips are again credit- 
ing Congressman Williams with senato- 
rial ambitions, but it is not believed that 
he is seriously entertajping such an idea 
at present, as the situation is rather too 
chaotic to anticipate an entry just now. 
It is mot doubted that he has hopes of 
eventually capturing a toga, but oppo- 
nents already in the field show a front 
too formidable to expect an outsider to 
openly aspire for either of the two rlaces 
to be filled by the legislature in 1903. 

Captain John A. Webb, secretary of the 
Southern Association of Railroad Com- 
missioners, and Railroad Commissioner 
May left Sunday for Asheville, where the 
association will convene for its annual 
session Tuesday. At Meridian they were 
joined by Captain John D. McInnis, 
chairman of the association, and the 
members of-’the Louisiana and’ Texas 
commissions, who will also attend the 
session. 

It is not expected that any great 
amount of work will be accomplished by 
the association at this meeting. At the 
session held at Lookout mountain last 
September several of the southern states 
were not represented by their commis- 
Sioners, and the most important work 
to come before the first meeting at Ashe- 
ville will be to perfect an organization 
in which all of the states of the south 
will be represented. 

The committee appointed at the I.ook- 
out mountain meeting to draft some 
plan for uniform freight rates in the 
south has not yet made public a report, 
and it is likely that this body will ask 
the association for further instructions 
before submitting a plan, as the task is 
one of rather gigantic proportions. The 
association will be in session three days. 
On account of the meeting. the session 
of the Mississippi railroad commission 
set for next Monday has been preter- 
mitted, 


Prayers for President. 


In all of the churches of Jackson yes- 
terday eloquent prayers were delivered 
for the recovery of President McKinley, 
Catholics and Protestants alike joining 
in sending up appeals for the life of the 
chief magistrate of the nation. Through- 
out the state in all the churches prayers 
were delivered for the president, and 
from many pulpits extended references 
were made to the tragedy at Buffalo. 

In the smallest communities the latest 
news from the president’s bedside is 
scanned with eager interest, and a fever- 
ish anxiety is manifested in the tele- 
graphic bulletins posted in conspicuous 
places. Had Czolgosz committed his mad 
crime in Mississippi there is hardly any 
dcubt that his fate would have been 
quickly settled without the interference 
of the law. 

While no new cotton: mill enterprises 
have been recently launched, fairly good 
progress is being made with securing 
subscriptions to the capital stock of con- 
cerns set on foot some time ago. Stark- 
ville has the necessary amount of capital 
in sight to bufld the new $125,000 mill at 
that place, and the order for the ma- 
chinery is soon to be filled. At Aberdeen 
the steady growth of subscriptions to the 
capital stock of the proposed $100,000 mill 
indicates that the realization of the en- 
terprise will be at a much earlier day 
than was anticipated. The negro pro- 
moters of the $100,000 mill in Jackson 
have confidence that they will eventually 
receive enough subscriptions to build a 
mill to be owned and operated exclusive- 
ly by negroes. In a number of towns 
considerable cotton mill talk is being in- 
dulged in which is expected to bear good 
fruit in due course of. time. 

The difficulty of kfiling a bad negro 
was illustrated in the Covington county 
jail last week. Sam McNair, held on the 
charge of murder, became weary of the 
monotony of life in a 6 by 8 cell and ate 
up a large table tumbler with suicidal 
intent. Instead of suffering the agonies 
of death, as he had anticipated, the un- 
usual dose failed to produce even a con- 
vulsion, and he is still alive and distress- 
ingly healthy. 

T. M. Merchant, of Leake county, who 
is engaged in writing a history of the 
celebrated Gamble massacre, is’ encoun- 
tering considerable difficulty with his lit- 
erary effort. Merchant became, in some 
way, involved in the confession made by 
Andrew Boyd, who was recently sent to 
the penitentiary to serve a life sentence, 
and he now boldly disputes that Boyd 
entered a plea of guilty, and insinuates 
that he was led into connection with the 
tragedy by promise of a reward if he 
would make a confession implicating sev- 
eral parties. 

The Collins Rifles, a new military com- 
pany organized in Covington county, has 
made application to Adjutant General 
Henry for admission into the Mississippi 
national guard. As the company is in 
the territory of the Second regiment, 
which has not yet obtained its full quota, 
it is very likely to be admitted. The 
commissioned officers of the company 
are as follows: J. D. Sharborougch, cap- 
tain: John Huddleston, first lieutenant; 
Oliver McRaney, second Heutenant. 

The fall hay harvest in Mississippi 
promises to be unusually abundant. The 
season has been highly favorable to the 
production of prolific grass yields of all 
kinds, and a larger percentage of the crop 
is being harvested than for many years, 
due in a measure to the shortage in the 
corn crop. The fact that a ready cash 
market can now be generally obtained 
also has considerable to do with the re- 
newed attention to this crop. 

Jefferson county has just emerged from 
a bridge campaign, and the advocates of 
improvement in the structures across the 
streams in that county were victorious. 
Contracts have been let for the erection 
of iron bridges, the cost of which will 
aggregate about $15,000. Mississippi has 
been! fertile field for bridge contrac- 
tors recent years, and some of the 
1 ural steel companies have 
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= a@ prosperous business in this 
state. 

The campaign for good roads in Copiah 
county has been greatly retarded by a 
rather unique controversy between the 
board of supervisors and a committee ap- 
pointed for the purpose of purchasing 
road-working machinery. The commit- 
tee purchased the machinery and closed 


‘the transaction without waiting for the 


approval of the board of supervisors, and 
now a legal controversy over the matter 
igs promised. 

The good county of Smjth, which en- 
joys the proud distinction of having been 
the birthplace of Senator A. J. Mc- 
Laurin, is aspiring to communication by 
rail vith the outside world. At a meeting 
of citizens held at Raleigh several days 
ago inviting the. Mobile, Jackson and 
Kansas City roadifo‘exfend the line from 
Jasper county either by Sylvarena or Ral- 
eigh. The resolution also sets forth that 
such a line would open up a rich agricul- 
tural country and wast forests of both 
pine and hardwoods, and: the citizens 
pledge themselves to subscribe liberally 
to the right-of-way. %n view of the fact 
that it is believed that negotiations will 
soon be completed for a consolidation of 
the Kingston and Central Mississippi road 
with the Mobile, Jackson and Kansas 
City road, Smith county has excellent 
prospects of getting the extension. The 
Kingston and* Central Mississippi line 
will eventually be built to connect with 
the A. & V. road at some point tn Scott 


‘or Newton counties. 


Wants the Money Returned. 


Julian Harris, of Winona, has set on 
foot an effort to have congress pay the 
money claimed by citizens of the south 
for the tax imposed on cotton from 1863 
to 1867, amounting to about $48,000,000, and 
which has been the subject of more or less 
agitation for the past twenty-five years, 
several bills for this purpose having been 
introduced in congress. Mr. Harris 
will ask the co-operation of all southern 
congressmen in his work.* Mr. Harris 
says that the amount due Mississippi 
should be placed to the credit of the com- 
mon school fund. 

The confederate veterans of several 
counties in Mississippi, have recently held 
reunions, and now regimental reunfons 
are the order of the day. Colonel James 
R. Binford, of Duck Hill, has issued a 
call for a reunion of the members of the 
Fifteenth Mississippi regiment to be held 
at Grenada Wednesday, September 11, 
and several of the state’s most distin- 
guished citizens will be present and de- 
liver addresses. Several business matters 
will also be presented to the reunion, 
among others being the question of ap- 
pointing some member to write a com- 
plete ‘history of the regiment to be placed 
in the archives of the Mississippi His- 
torical Society. me 

Grand Chancellor M. J. Bouldin, of the 
Mississippi grand lodge Knights of Pythi- 
as, has issued an address to the 
members of the order in the state assur- 
ing them that the grand lodge will en- 
deavor to carry out the resolution of the 
supreme lodge to stand behind and pro- 
tect every beneficial certificate issued by 
and in force in the endowment rank, and 
pledging holders of such _ certificates 
all legislation that may be,needed to fully 
protect these certificates and make full 
and prompt. payment of all claims due 
thereon. 

Weather Favorable ‘to Crops. 

While the past week has been general- 
ly cool throughout Mississippi, the weath- 
er was favorable to the cotton crop, and 
reports from many sections of ¢he state 
say that picking is progressing rapidly. 
The absence of rain has permitted of 
fuller development of bolls, and there has 
been an appreciable falling off of the 
complaints about rot and blight. Cotton 
gins are in operation in nearly every 
neighborhood, and during the week to 
come it is expected that- good headway 
will be. made in picking: the crop. As 
vet there has been manifested very lit- 
tle disposition among the farmers to hold 
the crop. 


KANSAS WHELMED BY DELUGE. 


Torrential Rain Does Great Damage 
in the State. 

Norton, Kans., September 9.—The heav- 
iest rain in years, amounting almost to a 
cloudburst, fell last night in Decatur 
county, a total of 3 inches of water fall- 
ing in Oberlin, Decatur and Jennings, In 
Oberlin the sudden downfall flooded the 
town, water standing a foot deep over 
the greater portion of the place and flood- 
ing basements. . 

In Decatur the County Abstract Com- 
pany suffered several hundred dollars’ 
less to records, and several mercantile 
houses sustained much damage to stocks. 
Sapp creek was a raging torrent nearly 
a mile wide in place# and swept away 
hay and feed stacked on the lowlands 
and washed out culverts and bridges. The 
damage to farms along the stream will 
be great. The flood exceeds the heavy 
rain of 1892. 


HOW NAVAL OFFICER VIEWS IT 


Controversy Is Caused by Promoting 
Juniors Over Seniors. 

Ft. Monroe, Va., September 9.—(Special.) 
The officers of the north Atlantic squad- 
ron are intensely interested in the out- 
come of the Sampson-Schley controversy 
and although they will not be quoted in 
view of the department's order, talk free- 
ly with newspaper men whom they 
know. The navy is supposed to be al- 
most a unite in Sampson’s behalf, but this 
idea is not confirmed by their guarded 
utterances. It is stated that many of 
them now believe the charges against 
Schley were the product of an unsound 
mind, given utterance through more re- 
sponsible channels. One officer said this 
evening: 

“Just think of the army and you will 
see one cause of the whole naval con- 
troversy. I unhesitatingly ascribe it to 
the iniquity of promoting a junior over 
a senior officer. See the artillery arm, 
as uncomplainin~ as Schley, its junior 
officer is still commanded by a junior, 
although from my knowledge of him he 
would never protest. At the same time, 
it is an injustice, and I belleve the court 
will so declare.”’ 


OFFER BALTIMORE MILLIONS. 


Capitalists Will Pay $8,000,000 for 
Western Maryland Road. 


Baltimore, September 9.—Mayor Hayes 
announced this afternoon that he nad 
received an offer from a syndicate to pay 
$8,000,000 for the city’s interest in the 
Western Maryland railroad. He also in- 
fimated that he would advise the accept- 
ance of the offer. The sum which is now 
proposed to pay for the road is about 
twice as much as has ever bean offered in 
the past and comes within $300,000 of coy- 
ering its indebtedness to the city, 

The officials of the system nnd othefs 
well posted in such matters ¢ay that the 
city’s interest ought to be worth in the 
neighborhood of $13,000,000, especially if it 
can be shown that it comprises practi- 
cally the entire system, as is contended 
by the city law department. 


Last of the Smallpox Patients. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., September 9.—(Spe- 
clal.)—The joint countfy and city health 
authorities today dismissed the last case 
of smallpox from the pest house. The 
disease has existed here to some extent 
for more than twelve months, and has 

cost the! city and county about $18,000.

DUNCAN IN COURT 
AT BIRMINGHAM 


Received a Light Sentence as Accem- 
plice of Miller's. 


CHARGED WITH MURDER NOW 


Defendant Believes He Win Be Ac- 
quitted by the Statement of 
Miller, and That Then He 
Will Get New Trial in 
Other Case. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—After spending many months in 
jail, during which time he saw his alleged 
confederate, Frank Miller, led to death, 
Frank Dunean again appeared in the 
criminal court.today to answer to the 
charge of murder. Having been convict- 
ed of being a party to the killing of 
Policeman J. W. Adams and given a lite 
sentence, he is now to answer to the 
charge of murdering Policeman G. W. 
Kirkley. The case was the first on the 
docket in the criminal court today and 
the prisoner was brought into the court 
1com shortly after 10 o’clock. He show- 
ed but little bad effect from the long 
morths of confinement. Upon entering 
the court room, Duncan mede his way 
through the dense crowd to the table 
within the rail and set down beside his 
attorney John T. Shu@gart. He had 
smiles for the prosecuting attorneys, It 
is evident that he has high hopes of be- 
ing acquitted at this trial, and doubtless 
he believes that if he is acquitted at this 
trial it will result in a new trial in the 
former cuse, 

Duncan relies much on the statement 
made by Miller on the gallows to the ef- 
fect that he (Duncan) was not pressnt 
when the shooting of the two officers oc- 
curred. The theory of the defense at the 
first tyial was that one “New York” 
Harry killed both Adams and Kirkley 
and that while Miller was with “New 
York.”’ Harry, Miller did not fire the fatal 
shots. It was claimed that Duncan was 
not present. 

The entire morning was consumed in 
organizing juries. The prosecution will 
be conducted by Solicitor H. P. Heflin, 
Assistant Solicitor John McQueen and At- 
torney B. M. Allen and General F. 8. 
Ferguson. Miller and Duncan were al- 
leged to be members of a gang of noto- 
rious safe robbers who blew open the 
‘gafe of the Standard O11 Company in 
this city one night in March, 190. Two 
men arrested a few hours later by Offi- 
cers Kirkley and Adams droke away from 
the officers en route to jail and shot them 
to death. 

On his deathbed Officer Adams identified 
Miller as the man who shot him and Dun- 
can who shot Kirkley. Miller was hangea 
June 28 last. Frank Edwards, John 'T. 
‘West and Tom Fay, three lesser mem- 
bers of the gang, were sent to the reni- 
tentiary for long terms for their part in 
the safe robbery, 


NEW CONSTITUTION IS FILED. 


Governor of Alabama Will Shortly 
Issue His Proclamation. 
Montgomery, Ala., September 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The enrolled copy of the new con- 
stitution has been filed in the office of 
the secretary of state, and the governor 
has now a week in which to issue his 
proclamation calling the election and 
fixing the date. He has already avowed 
his purpose to make the date early in 
November, and will do so unless later 
political developments have made it ap- 

pear expedient to bring it off sooner. 

The committee of nine to prepare an 
address to the people has appointed ex- 
Governor Thomas G. Jones a committee 
of one to make the first rough draft.

Nine men out of ten say {ft will be rat- 
ified as a matter of course, but in the 
next breath half of them will ask, ‘‘What 
is ex-Governor Johnston going to do?” 
He persists in keeping a most interesting 
silence. He is devoting his time these 
days to some investments he has made 
in schemes to bore for oil in both the 
Tennessee valley and the southern part 
of the state. 


ARE DESIGNATED AS MAD DOGS. 


Dr. Curry’s Allusion to the Anarch- 
ists in a Sermon. 

Birmingham, Ala., September 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—At all the churches of Birming- 
ham yesterday prayer was offered for the 
recovery of President McKinley. Several 
of the ministers referred to the Buffalo 
tragedy in their sermons, Dr. A. B. 
Curry, pastor of the First Presbvterian 
church, declared that too much liberty is 
given the anarchists in this country. He 
designated anarchists as mad dogs of so- 
ciety. He said: 

“We do not wait for mad dogs to bite 
somebody before we kill them; neither 
do we harbor a rattlesnake to have him 
sink his fangs into our flesh later on. 
When anarchists openly avow their pur- 
pose to kill rulers they should te placed 
in such durance that they cannot carry 
out their purpose.” 

Dr. lL. 8S. Hendley, pastor of the Cen- 
tral Presbyterian church, said that the 
shooting of President McKinley was, in 
all probability, a warning to the people 
from God to take steps to suppress the 
anarchists. 

Camp Hardee, United Confederate Vet- 
erans, has adopted resolutions condemn- 
ing the attack on President Me Kinley 
and expressing sorrow because of the act. 
The resolutions also express sympethy 
with the people of this country, the 
friends, relations and family of Mr. Mc- 
Kinley and earnestly pray that the great 
fcrtitude which he has always >2xhibited 
will sustain him in the hour of his great 
danger. The resolutions conclude: “It 
matters not with us whether he wore the 
blue or wore the gray, he is the nation’s 
chief, the nation’s friend.”

ASSASSIN WAS VERY BITTER. 


Czolgosz Predicted That President 
Would Be Killed. 


Alpena, Mich., September 7.—John Sher- 
wood, a well known lumberman, states 
that Leon Czolgosz worked in a cédar 
camp near South Branch, Thunder Bay 
river, two years ago. He went by the 
name of Fritz or Fred Nieman at that 
time. Sherwood says the fellow was a 
radical anarchist and made the state- 
ment: 

“The government will fall in three or 
four years. The president will ve killed. 
The anarchists will win. The time for 
action will scon be here.’’ 

He talked of nothing else to the men 
working in the camps. At times he was 
morose, but never showed any signs of 
insanity. 


PASSED WORTHLESS DRAFTS. 


Arrest of a Theodore Hummel at 
Chattanooga Yesterday. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., September 9.— 
(Special.)—A German giving his name 
originally as Theodore Hummel, of Mil- 
waukee, was arrested here today for 
passing worthless checks. Tie has been 
here several days and first victimized the 
cook of a hotel, getting a draft for $15 
on a Milwaukee bank cashed. He then 
went to another hotel, run a bill of over 
$40 and gave in payment another draft 
bearing the name of Charles Niedhardt, 
a prominent German, as indorser. This 
draft proved to be bogus also, and Hum- 
mel, who was sailing under an alias, was 
arrested. He broke down and wept when 
arrested.

J. A. Wilson, of San Francisco, object- 
ed to any new version supplanting the

Mr. Perks declared that the British 
Methodists, as a body, had not the slight- 
est desire to reunite themselves with the 
established Anglican church, an arrange- 
ment which would be quite impossible, he 
said, unless the church of England were 
disestablished ‘and reformed. 


BROUGHT BACK FROM WEST. 


Negro Charged with Assault with 
Intent To Murder. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Ed. Dorsey, colored, has _ been 
brought back here from the Indian Terri- 
tory by Sheriff Burgin and Deputy Sheriff 
Love, on a charge of assault with intent 
to murder. It is alleged that he shot 
David McNamara, a. prominent mine 
owner, at the home of Mr. McNamar 
near Stockton, one night in the winter o 
1897. McNamara’ had paid off a number 
of laborers during the day, and it was 
known that he had a-considerable sum 
of money left over. His assailant was 
after this money. The robber went to 
the McNamara home, and. when Mc- 
Namara went to the door the negro pre- 
sented a revolver and demanded the 
money. McNamara stepped back and 
was shot through the body. It was 
thought he would die, but, after a long 
siege in the hospital, finally recovered.

‘MIGHT NOT LIVE 


Sensational Statements by Judge Can- 
trill, of Kentucky. 


DIFFERENT WITH M’KINLEY 


Judge Compares the Treatment of 
the President wit That to 
Which the Assassinated 
Governor of Kentucky 
Was Subjected. 


Frankfort, Ky., September 9.—In his 
instructions to the grand jury today, 
Judge James E. Cantrill, who has pre- 
sided at the Goebel conspiracy trials, 
made some sensational statements in re- 
gard to the feeling which existed here 
during the assassination of Governor 
William Goebel, compared with that now 
existing over the shooting of President 
McKinley. He declared that much of the 
crime that has stained Kentucky and 
elsewhere was due to the grand and petit 
juries’ dereliction of duty. 

After eloquently deploring the attempf- 
ed assassination of President McKinley, 
Judge Cantrill said: 

“While this is the case and our cliti- 
zens are gathering in public asemblage g. 
expressing their condemnation of the act, 
and while the. pulpits are sending up peti- 
tions to the throne of grace that the life 
of the president may be spared, J dare to 
say that in all candor, not two years have 
passed since a similar tragedy was en- 
acted in this state, when William Goebel 
was shot. At that time, while the law- 
abiding and liberty loving people were 
condemning the act, it is humiliating to 
have to admit that certain elements in 
Kentucky, if they did not openly apnrove 
the act, were at least willing to excuse 
it, and many willing to shield the crimi- 
nal. The pulpits, as a rule, sent up no 
supplication to the throne of grace that 
the life of William Goebel might be 
spared, and if there were any prayers 
they were secret prayers that the life of 
that brave citizen ‘should not be spared.”’ 


KENTUCKY SENATORIAL FIGHT 


Democratic Committee To Consider 
Question of Primary. 


Frankfort, Ky., September 9.—The dem- 
ocratic state central committee will meet 
here tomorrow at the request of three of 
the candidates for United States senator, 
to consider the question of nominating a 
candidate for secretary by primary elec- 
tion. Nearly all the committeemen who 
have arrived so far are opposed to the 
primary election plan and indications are 
that no action.will be taken. 

Judge Cantrill and Congressman Wheel- 
er and Smith declared for a primary. Ex- 
Governor McCreary opposes it. 


OFFICERS AFTER WHITECAPS. 


Secret Work Is Done by Atlanta De- 
tectives in Pickens and Chero- 
kee Counties. 

City Detectives’ White and Kirkpatrick 
returned from Cherokee and Pickens 
counties two nights ago, where they had 
been to do some private detective work 

for the state authorities. 

They reported that they had been em- 
ployed to spot a gang of white men who 
had organized for the purpose of driving 
ali the negroes out of the two counties. 

They state that a number of white men 
had decide@ that no negroes should live 
in Cherokeé and Pickens counties o@ ac- 
count of recent outrages by negroes. 
This gang.posted notices that every white 
man who employed a negro would be 
waited upon by whitecaps and either be 
whipped or killed if the negroes were 
not discharged and run out of the coun- 
ties. 

The matter had reached such a state 
in the two counties that hard-working 
and honest negroes were afraid for their 
lives. The detectives succeeded in secur- 
ing the names of most of the members 
of the gang and«these were furnished to 
the solicitor. Indictments will follow.

Held Court for Him. 
Recorder Nash R. Broyles, better 
known in Darktown circles as ‘Jedge 
Briles,’’ took charge of his court yes- 
terday after an absence of thirty days.

MOUNTAIN LOST 


BY EARTHQUAKE 


High Peak in Japan Disap= 
pears as the Result of 
a Seismic Shock. 


LEVEL GROUND FOUND 
WHERE MOUNTAIN STOOD 


With a Tremendous, Thundering 
Noise the Peak Disappeared 
‘Into the Ground—The Phe- 

nomenon Credited_to 
Volcanic Action. 


Vancouver, B. C., September 9.—The 
steamer Tartar brings news that a moun- 
tain in northern Japan disappeared after 
an earthquake last month. It stood in the 
center of a plain in Is%usa district, rose 
over 500 feet in height and covered 4 
acres at the outskirts of the village of 
Kelwayama. 

On August 16 a tremendous thundering 
noise was heard in the direction of this 
hill and when the villagers assembled on 
the spot, attracted by the mysterious 
sounds, they found that the mountain had 
disappeared. Instead of the hill they saw 
level ground. The strange discovery 
threw the villagers into great conster- 
nation. 

A closer examination of the spot showed 
that the mountain had been bodily sunk 
into the ground, leaving its.top on a level 
with the surrounding land. It is thought 
that the phenomenon.was the result of 
a subterranean volcanic action. 

The great fire in Foo Chow occurred on 
August 20, and was caused by the over- 
turning of a lamp in a native undertaking 
establishment. Hundreds of acres of bus- 
iness houses were destroyed and many 
people perished in the fire, which burned 
the greater part of two days. 

European proprietors of business houses 
and large Chinese merchants were the 
heaviest sufferers. 

The natives at once commenced looting 
the half-burned buildings. The Chinese 
police, under the European officers, were 
unable to prevent the looting except {n a 
small degree, and before the second even- 
ing had passed a large number of regular 
soldiers were called out. At the time 
many people had been killed in a fight 
and there were dead bodies in every 
street. Five men were killed by the fall- 
ing of « three-story building. 

The carnage on the streets was awful. 
The soldiers, mounted, dashed up the 
main thoroughfare stabbing or tramping 
under horses’ feet the robbers, who were 
carrying off the goods in every direction. 
Even though knocked down, the natives 
who were running away with stolen goods 
held fast on to their bundles. The horse. 
men thrust them through the legs or 
arms with swords to make them drop 
these, and even then some of the coolles 
clung with such desperation that they 
were put to death where they had been 
knocked over. Many of the injured were 
taken away in ambulances and were be- 
ing treated in the hospitals when the Tar- 
tar sailed from China.

Colon, Colombia, September 9.—On pub- 
lication of the report in Panama yester- 
day that a Venezuelan squadron, consist- 
ing of four ships, was bombarding Rto 
Hacha, on the Carribean sea, a lawless, 
irresponsible mob proceeded t@ the resi- 
dence of Senor Cardoze, the Venezuelan 
consul at Panama, shouting, ‘‘Down with 
the government:-of Castro!"’ Cardoze, who 
is a Danish subject and a native of St. 
Thomas, immediately took refuge in thé 
palace of the governor nf Panama, wheré 
he was received with open arms. The 
local officials deplore the regrettable in- 
cident. The mob was eventually dispersed 
and quiet was restored. 

Ecuador in the Fight. 

Washington, September 9.—Following is 
a translation of a cablegram received 
late today by the Colombian legation, 
from a confidential agent of the Colom- 
bian government. 

“Kingston, Jamaica, September 9.—Co- 
lombian Legation, Washington: It is 
known officially that the Ecuadoréfn 
vessel Cotopaxi sailed with arms from 
Esmeraldos, Ecuador. Tomaco besieged 
by filibusters from Nicaragua. A consid- 
erable expedition was about to start from 
Corinto, Nicaragua, which was expected 
to land near Panama on the 5Bth of Sep- 
tember.”’ 

The signature to the dispatch was not 
made public, but the information con- 
tained {n the message is believed by the 
Colombian officials here to be entirely 
authentic.

STRIKERS WAGE 


LOSING BATTLE 


Refuse Peace Propositions 
Despite Fact That Trust 
Mills Are Resuming. 


TROUBLE IS THREATENED 
AT M’KEESPORT PLANTS 


Strikers Will Not Permit Non-Union 
Men To Work and Sheriff Will 
Be <Appealed to by the 
Managers of the 
Mills. 


Pittsburg, Pa., September 9.—The last 
efforts to settle the steel strike have 
failed. The general executive board of 
the Amalgamated association adjourned 
this evening without date, and without 
either accepting any of the. peace propo- 
sititons which have come indirectly from 
the United States Steel Corporation, or 
making any counter propositions, accord- 
ing to the official statement. 

The semi-official report is that the 
proposition secured for the Amalgamated 
association through the intervention of 
the representatives of the National Civic 
Federation, was unsatisfactory and that 
the entire matter of arranging for a 
settlement was left with President Shaf- 
fer. The board in its sessions of three 
days has been clamoring for a settlement, 
but satisfactory terms and means were 
not at hand and the sessions resolved 
themselves into an informal discussion 
of the situation. 

At the close of the meeting of the na- 
tional executive board this evening, Pres- 
ident Shaffer declared that he had no 
statement to make, but subsequently said: 

“The board has adjourned and the out- 
of-town members will probably leave for 
their homes tonight. No peace propo- 
sition has been received and none made.” 

Leaders Not in High Spirits. 

Still, he added that he or no other mem- 
ber of the board would go fo New York 
during the night to submit a peace propo- 
sition, saying that he would be at head- 
quarters as usual tomorrow. 

The meeting of the board did not ad- 
journ in high good feeling, vet the mem- 
bers were averse to making statements. 

It was stated by some of the members 
that the adjournment had left the matter 
practically as they were before the meet- 
ing had been called, and that the strike 
must go on as before, leaving arrange- 
ments for a possible settlement through a 
coveted direct conference between the 
representatives of the United States Stee: 


‘Corporation and President Shaffer. 


Today completed the first thirty days 
since the American Sheet Steel Company, 
the American Tin Plate Company and 
the American Steel Hoop- Company be- 
gar. their attempt to start the union 
plants of the country in the face of the 
Amalgamated association strike. Aside 
from the Clarke plant, of the Steel Hoop 
Company and the upper and lower union 
mills of the Carnegie comnany, where the 
attempt to render the strike effective. was 
never a success, the three companies 
have, during the month, succeeded in 
placing in operation seventy-six mills in 
the union plants single turn. Indications 
are that the number will be doubled with- 
in the next ten days if the strike is not 
setted before that time. 

While the Tin Plate company has put up 
the most aggressive fight of the three, the 
Steel Hoop company has been the 
most successful in the eastern district, 
and in the west the Sheet Steel compa- 
ny has met with the larger success. 
With the results known In these pre- 
liminary skirmishes at a few chosen 
points, all three companies have now pre- 
pared to carry the fight into every union 
plant without delay.

Whoever may be right and whoever 
may be wrong, let the discussion proceed 
good-humoredly and fairly \ until the 
truth is reached by_all the intelligent cit- 
izens of Georgia. 

There was never better advice 
couched in stronger words. If candi- 
dates, press and public will but con- 
form to the lines laid down, we can 
have a clean and healthful discussion 
of matters affecting the state. In this 
way the people will settle upon issues 
they desire to be paramount, and cal! 
into service men whom they believe 
to be best fittea for their enforcement. 

The campaign has been opened ear- 
ly, so that discussion of that point is 
out of the question. It is upon us, and 
it is with the flood that we are con- 
cerned. On occasions to suit them- 
selves, first the one candidate and 
then the other will appear before the 
people. Necessarily there will be 
threshing over of old straw as well as 
newg The desire to advance one can- 
didate at the expense of the others is 
apt to generate controversy altogether 
personal, and leading the minds of the 
people away from the real question— 
the good of the commonwealth. By 
fair personal dealing all candidates 
can be treated justly, and by legiti- 
mate discussion the people may be en- 
lightened. Colonel Guerry, having so 
heartily pledged himself to this course, 
will lead in the example if he per- 
severes in it. Such a result would 
repay him whether he succeeds in the 
race or not. It is something to elevate 
the tone of public discussion. 

The Constitution approves this ex- 
pression from Colonel Guerry. It is 
the whole people whom we are to 
serve, and not this or that individual. 
It is the welfare of the commonwealth 
that is at stake, and not the ambition 
of any man. The canvass, stripped of 
personalism and bitterness, can be 
turned to good account.

Taxation Should Be Limited. 

While some counties in Georgia are 
passing the collection of any taxes, 
there are others in which the rate is 
being increased, to the burden of bus- 
iness and property. The greatest ex-' 
cess has been reached in Chatham 
county, where the county rate has 
been fixed at $7.50, $1.51 more than 
last year, and united with the state 
rate making a total of $12.94 on the 
$1,000. | 

To understand the effect of such a 
rate, it must be recollected that Chat- 
ham county and*Savannah are one— 
so that the people have a combined 
city, county and state tax rate of more 
than $25 on the $1,000. Add to this 
the special levies and taxes to be 
found in all cities, and the rate will be 
fully $30 on the $1,000. Taking the 
estimate of political economists that 
the average of property does not earn 
more than 3 per cent under the most 
favorable conditions, and we find that 
this total is completely swamped by 
the Chatham combination rate. 

It is no wonder that The Savannah 
Press is forced to say that— 

The large increase in the county taxa- 
tion for 1901 has set people to thinking 
and talking. The rate fixed by the eounty 
commissioners of Chatham ‘is 37.0 on 
$1,000, or $1.51 more than last year, Coun- 
ty and city governments are like private 
businesses—they require constant watch- 
ing and continued pruning. Eternal vigi- 
lance is the price of economy. 

As it is in Chatham, so it is in other 


| counties of the state. 


It is no argument to say that the 
money has been well expended, if the 
price has to be the bankruptcy of pri- 
vate investments. The time has come 
when a curb should be placed upon the 
taxing power of public bodies. When 
the legislature was called upon to re- 
duce the possible limit in Atlanta to 
$1.25, instead of $1.50, as previously, 
there was a cry tHat municipal de- 
mands could not be met. The result 
has demonstrated that they could be 
met, and the power does not exist that 
could move the people to agree to a 
return to the old rate. Public officers, 
it is true, have been forced into close 
scrutiny in expenditure, but that was 
their duty from the beginning. The 
same limitation should be placed upon 
county commissioners, so that they 
could not order .a rate in excess of 
$5 to the $1,000. Such a limitation 
would be welcomed by the taxpayers. 

Here in Fulton county we have un- 


a fortunately reached a figure approxi- 
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mating to that in Chatham. It is not 
pleasant reading for those contem- 
plating investments, so that it is to be 
hoped the figure may go down to a 
proper limit next year. In the mean- 
time the interest of the tax payers 
over the state calls for a legislative 
limit to the taxing power—state, coun- 
ty and city.

In view of all 
the facts it seems that there is cause 
for congratulation on the success of 
the eens. Those who sustain- 
ed ght attacks of the fever have 
been rendered proof against future 
outbreaks of the malady, while those 
who died were probably the victims of 
certain unfortunate i rities of 
treatment which will not be repeated. 
in subsequent trials of this kind. 

Altogether there is good reason to 
believe that medical science has made 
substantial gains as the result of the 
experiments made by the sanitary de- 
partment of Havana. 


Negro Disfranchisement and Emi- 
gration. 

Newspapers are discoursing upon 
the projected abandonment of Alabama 
by the negroes in the event of the 
adoption of the new constitution now 
before the people. 

The same thing being threatened in 
Virginia, The Richmond Dispatch 
asks: : 


In the event that the Alabama censti- 
tution shall be ratified and the negroes 
of that state will emigrate, what could 
they gain by attempting to carry it oyf? 
Where would they go? In any other 
southern state they would have to meet 
immediateiy or eventually the same con i- 
tions that will prevail in their own state 
under the new order. 
north, that would involve jumping from 
the fryingpan into the fire. At the south 
there are open to them, and will remain 
open, hundreds of avenues of empley- 
ment, which at the north are barred and 
will continue barred. Moreover, outside 
of the negrophilistic cult, and even that 
is steadily shrinking year by year, friend- 
ship at the north for the negro is fast 
tending toward invisibility. In various 
ways recently race prejudice has asserted 
itself in that section more pronouncedly 
than it has ever asserted itself in the 
south. 

Georgia furnishes a good example 
of the indifference of the negro 
to the ballot. Mississippi has dis- 
franchised the negro, a fact well 
known to the race all over 
the country. Two years ago, by 
@ vote so emphatic that only three 
names were recorded in favor of negro 
disfranchisement, Georgia declared for 
the opposite course. Yet within two 
weeks after this declaration over ten 
thousand negroes emigrated from 
Greene, Morgan and adjoining coun- 
ties to—Mississippi! They left. the 
right to vote behind them, and tumul- 
tuously rushed into a state where they 
knew they were barred politically. 
All talk about negro “movements” is 
idle,

But it is a clergyman’s business to 
think of the church first, last and all the 
time, and to do nothing publicly whieh 
may by any possibility reflect on the 
church. The wars of a nation are not a 


pit so long as they constitute a political 
question upon which the public is divided, 
just as the tariff or free trade would be 
an improper topie for the pulpit. Nor 
are the wars between capital and labor 
a legitimate subject of supervision and 
settlement by the clergy unless the par- 
ties appeal to the latter for their aid. 


The church has a very wide field, in 
sad need of cultivation, so that it 
would seem it wag wasting valuable 
time on indifferent subjects when it 
turns to worldly disputations,

A Word in Time. 


After the natural shock at the com- 
mission of a crime senseless as it was 
horrible, it would be well for people 
not to be drifted from the sound moor- 
ings of conservatism and discretion. 

In times of great excitement the 
} public mind is easily inflamed. It 
then devolves upon public leaders to be 
wise in utterance, slow in speech and 
hesitant about committing themselves 
to propositions not presergtable when 
normal conditions exist. A poptlation 
of 80,000,000 of people has borne the 
shock of a great crime with a com- 
posed indignation to be expected of its 
high standing, Government privi- 
leges and rights exist for this mass. 
The work of the assassin was but 
that of the sporade, or at most of a 
few scattered groups. The fault lies 
in the execution of laws in existence, 
providing for the punishment of va- 
grancy, incendiary speech and sedi- 
tion. The prominence of the anarchist 
is gained by the prominence of his 
victim, and not from any general ac- 
ceptance of his views? To say that 
would be to slander the American peo- 
ple. The accomplices in the agsas- 
sination of King Humbert should have 
been punished. The law is wide 
enough under which they could have 
been dragged in. The anarchists of 
Paterson should have been placed 
upon the rock pile the moment they 
rejoiced over the assassination of the 
president. With a recorder like Judge 
Broyles, they would have been “doing 
time” today. 

As it is, the American people have 
asserted themselves. The govern- 
ment will move on without a hitch. 
The people will cling closer round 
about it. Patriotism and love of insti- 


should be no appeal to passion, no 
departure from precedent, no jarring 
of regularity. Such sermons as that 
delivered by Dr. Naylor, of Washing- 
ton, are not to be commended.

The Roman emperors, or af 
Jeast many of them, claimed for them- 
selves, or were accorded by their flat- 
terers, divine rights and authority, and 
from this was derived the idea of the dl- 
vine right of kings. It was accordingly 
held that the person of the king was 
sacred, and that to assail him violenti 
and to hurt him was not merely a criml- 
nal aect in itself, but treason, cause it 
was an attack on the governmermt which 
was represented in his person, 
“The English statute of treasons ap- 
a not ony to the act of killing the 
ing, but to doing him bodily harm, tend- 
ing to destruction or death, or imprison- 
of or restraining him from the exercise 
of his office, or to killing or maiming 
the heir apparent to the crown, or vio- 
lating, whether with or without their 
consent, the queen consort wr the king or 
the wife of the eldest son or heir ap- 
parent. In some countries the penalties 
of leze majeste apply to those who de- 
fame or speak evil of kings or monarchs. 
“In this republic no such laws exist. 
Treason consists wholly in levying war 
against the United States, or, in time of 
war, in giving aid and comfort to the 
enemies of the United States and in ad- 
hering to them. The sancity of the per- 
son of the president is not declared, and 
injuries by violence to the person of the 
president, and even his assassination, are 
not considered in the definition of trea- 
gon; therefore any crime . committed 
against the person of the chief magis- 
trate of the republic is of no more hein- 
ousness in the eye of the law than are 
guch erimes perpetrated upon other cit?- 
zens, and they are punishable only in the 
game way and by like penalties. 
‘“Denunciations and terms of reproach 
A tgp by persons to the president and 
his acts may come under the statutes 
against slander and defamation of char- 
acter, and are punishable in the same 
way as if committed against any other 
eitizen, and in no other. This is a coun- 
try of freedom of opinion, and those per- 
sons who openly rejoice in the assassina- 
tion of the president are only abusing 
what they claim as a right. The only 
remedy is in popular indignation express- 
ed in some manner extremely emphatic 
an@ forcible.” 


Vagaries of the Assassin. 
(From The ..ouisville Courier-Journal.) 
A remarkable likeness runs through the 

species of what for want of a better name 
we may call the born assassin. From 
Ravaillac, the slayer of Henry of Na- 
varre, to Guiteau, from Louvel, who mur- 
dered the Duc ae Berri, to this current 
wretch, they have been the same sort of 
man; stolid and unreasoning;: deliberate 
and brutal; perfectly sane, yet proceed- 
ing upon a total perversion of right and 
wrong. The attempt upon the life of Mce- 
Kinley was as baseless as the taking of 
the life of the undefended and unoffend- 
ing empress of Austria. It is inconceiv- 
able that any human being could plan 
and execute such atrocities. The case of 
Booth differs in the circumstance that 
Booth’s mind, subjugated by drink, work- 
ed out a scheme, which, by the inverse 
line on which he acted, seemed logical 
enough. To that extent he may be said 
to have been insane. Guiteau, on the 
other hand, was moved both by malice 
and by a false estimate of the situation. 
The assailant of the president belongs to 
the order of the witless brutes who slew 
Carnot and Humbert. 


The President Unprotected by Law. 
(From The Philadelphia Press.) 

The assassination of two presidents fail- 
ed to convince the American congress that 
the chief executive of the nation needed 
special legislation for the protection of 
his person. Will this foul crime in 
Buffalo, which has filled the whole nation 
with grief and apprehenston, convince 
congress that the chief magistrate of a 
republic does need special legal protection 
from the evil-minded, the anarchist and 
the insane? 

At present the murder of the president 
of the United States or a criminal assault 
upon him violates no federal statute, un- 
less it is done in a fort, navy yard, 
arsenal or other place within the ex- 
clusive justification of the United States. 
The crime committed in Buffalo on Fri- 
day, which has placed the life of the 
president of the United States in jeopardy, 
is an offense not against the United

| THE DAILY NOTEBOOK. 

The Rome Tribune urges the building 
up of trade with Cuba as well as with 
China. One mill at Huntsville, Ala., has 
just closed a contract for $72,000 worth of 
goods to be shipped to China. The Trib- 
une laments that our cotton manufactur- 
ers do not study, or try to comprehend 
the specific needs and tastes of their for- 
eign trade. The Chinaman likes cotton 
goods of a certain weight, width, weave, 
etc., put up in a certain style of bale, or 
package. So it is with the Cuban, the 
South African, the South American and 
others. With the island lying almost in 
sight of oltir shores, it is explained, we 
sold its people last year only 7 per cent 
of the cotton goods they imported, while 
Great Britain sold them 50 per cent, and 
even Spain, their “sworn and hated ene- 
my,” under whose yoke they fretted for 
centuries, sold them 25 per cent. The ex- 
pianation of this last mentioned fact, The 
Commercial thinks, is plain. The Spanish 
manufacturers knew, from long experi- 
ence, exactly what the Cubans want in 
the way of cotton goods and send them 
such goods; and the conservative habits 
and tastes of the islanders ‘“‘lead them to 
buy where they hate’’—they refuse to 
“bite off the nose to spite the face.’’ Our 
cotton consuming public lets the design- 
ers and manufacturers turn out their 
fabrics in almost endless variety and 
Picks what it likes each season, the main 
requisite being not for what is familiar, 
but for ‘‘something new.” The Cubans 
want the same things year after yvear— 
“but apparently our cotton manufactur- 
ers have never taken the pains to dis- 
cover what that is.”’

Arkansas has fiftv prohibition counties 
out of a total of seventy-five, and in Geor- 
gia prohibition is general except in four 
cities, and the proposition to abolish 
liquor selling in these cities was very 
nearly adopted in the Atlanta legislature 
a few years ago.

As yet anarchism is an exotic in the 
United States; and for this we should 
be doubly thankful. The demonstration 
of its public dangers and of the fact that 
we have not a few imported anarchists 
among us, however, renders necessary 
the making of further provision for our 
protection against its manifestations. It 
may be difficult, but it should be possi- 
ble, to devise proper means against the 
entrance of foreign anarchists and the 
suppression of such as have slipped in, 
and that without interference with our 
constitutional guarantees of personal lib- 
erty.

The feeling of maddened excitement 
and rage against the despicable wretch 
who attempted to foully assassinate 
President McKinley found in two in- 
stances a vent on Main street Friday 
evening. Two beings unworthy to be 
called men made a display of their an- 
archistic feelings by letting it be 
known that they were in sympathy with 
the fellow who attempted murder. One 
received a sharp warning which caused 
him to quickly close his viperous mouth 
and slink away. The other had no 
sooner uttered the words than a Catholic 
priest who overheard him felled him to 
the ground with a heavy blow across the 
face. The enraged crowd gave the an- 
archist a number of severe kicks and 
he, too, disappeared. ~ 

In view of the temper of the crowd 
both were fortunate in escaping as easily 
as they did. Out of the tens of thou- 
sands who hung about the bulletins posted 
by the various newspapers of this city or 
who walked the streets filled with rage 
and revenge, there was not one probably 
but would have been glad to lay violent 
hands on and assist in rending to pieces 
the worthless carcass of the migerable 
wretch who at that moment was cowering 
in No. 1 police station. 

When I noted everywhere the vis- 
ible signs of rage, despair, hate and 
desire for vengeance, I could under- 
stand the sentiments which some- 
times animates the breasts of south- 
erners and leads them to deeds that 
other sections of the world stand 
aghast at in horror. I could then 
understand the maddened excitement 
which leads human beings to torture 
one who has py his acts forfeited his 
right to exist, and glory with them 
in wishing that the wretch had a 
hundred lives which might be taken 
in expiation for the dastardly crime 
of which he had been guilty. 

The assault upon the life of President 
McKinley has for the time being wiped 
out all sectional or political sentiments. 
From the moment he fell a victim to 
the assassin’s bullet he became the 
president of the entire people. All that 
was admirable in his chagacter, his loving 
tenderness which has extended over three 
decades to his ailing wife, his steadfastness 
of purpose in clinging to his principles, 
his modesty of character, were thrown on 
the screen of men’s memory and William 
McKinley stood forth in the bright light 
almost deified.

Work for the Legislature. 
(From The Augusta Chronicle.) 
There are three laws in our criminal 
code that need ~evision. They deal with 
weapons, vagrancy and wife 
In the first two the burden 
of proof should be shifted from the 
state to the defendant. When a man has 
been arrested with a weapon in his pos- 


session the presumption of lew should be 
that he carrie: it concealed, and the bur- 
den of proof should be on him to show by 
positive testimony that it was carried 
openly. 

So, when a man has no visible means of 
support, and is arrested as a tramp or va- 
grant, the burden of proof should be on 
him to show by competent testimony that 


concealed 
desertion. 


| he earns wages sufficient for his support. 


The crime of wife desertion is one that 
is constantly growing, and the penalty 
in Georgia doesn’t fit the crime. The 
Minnesota legislature has recently passed 
a law making wife abandonment a fel- 
ony, punishable by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for not less than one year 
and not more than three, with a provi- 
sion for a suspension of sentence provid- 
ing the husband give bond to the state 
to support his wife and family. Under 
this law it is believed that deserting 
husbands can be arrested in and extra- 
dited from other states. If the law 
stands a proposed test it is not unlikely 
that other states may follow Minnesota's 
example. The courts have to deal with 
no more difficult problem than this, and 
the total annual expense to the public in 
caring for abandoned families must be 
enormous. So long as the husband re- 
mains in the same place with his family 
he can b2 got at and made to pay, but 
once out of the juridiction of the court, 
he is practically a free man. 

There are many families among the 
poor of this city, who are sufferers be- 
cause the husband and father has aban- 
doned them. Any of our King’s Daugh- 
ters or others who visit among the poor 
‘will say that a large part of the charity 
fund is required to assist such families. 
The crime of wife desertion is too com- 
mon, and the law for meeting it is very 


ineffective. Let us have a better one.

POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 


AT THE STATE CAPITOL | 


The south Georgia situation, so far 6s 
the gubernatorial race is concerned, is 
being studied with no little interest at 
the present time. With Colonel J. H. 
Estill in the race and Captain Henry G. 
Turner not yet temoyed from the list Of 
possibilities, eyes are turned on that sec- 
tion in which are written the query, what 
is gcing to happen next? Accordingly, 
opinions from south Georgians who come 
to the capitol are eageriy sought, and 
everybody is anxious to know what trend 
affairs are taking in that neck of the 
woods. | : 

There was a prominent southwest Geor- 
gia politician at the capitol yesterday who 
enjoys talking over the situation wifh 
his friends, but he has some irons of his 
own in the fire, and he is usually gilent 
when newspaper men are around, though 
occasionally he talks and asks them not 
to quote him. That, however, is a way 
pcliticians have, 

“I think I can safely-say,” he said, 
“that Joe Terrell wil} carry Lee, Dough- 
erty, Calhoun, Miller, Early, Terreil and 
Quitman counties in my section and he 
has a fighting chance in Randolph and 
Clay. Macon county a few days ago 
looked like a Guerry fortification, put 
now it is turning toward Terrell, and I 
believe he will get it. These counties 1 
have teen through and I know their peo- 
rie; therefore, I feel that I can speak 
almost positively. Of the other counties 
in that section I know very little that is 
definite. I have not been in the eastern 
part of south Georgefm lately, so am not 
Prepared to speak with regard to the sit- 
uation there,. I would be willing to lay 
a wager, however, on the result in the 
counties I have named." 

The railroad commission will hold 
an important meeting today and will have 
before it the question as to whether the 
Iron Belt’ railroad in Bartow county 
Should be brought under the rules of rhe 
commission as a common carrier. The 
Iron Belt is a road about 3) miles long, 
principally in Bartow county, belonging 
té the Georgla Mining Companv. its 
president is Joel Hurt, of Atlanta. The 
road connects with the Wesrern and At- 
lantic at Rogers station, ana handle3 oré. 
There has just come to the comm'‘ss‘on 
a complaint tHat this road is dving busi- 
ness aS a common carrier in spite of the 
fact that it is not subject to the rvies 
of the railroad commission. It is not a 
chartered railroad, but the commission 
has jurisdiction over all common carriers 
whether they are chartered by the gtete 
or not. The matter wil] be taken up and 
passed on by the commisaion today. 

In addition to the forezoing the attor- 
neys in the case of the Tifton, Thomes- 


ville and Gulf railroad against the Gcor-| 


gia Northern wil] file their briefs and 
the commission will take this case under 
consideration. So far as is known these 
are the cnly matters of importance to 
come before the commission today. 
Davis, representative 
from Meriwether county, was in the city 
yesterday and visited the capitol. Mr. 
Davis is a member of the special legis- 
lative committeg which has the case of 
the Atlanta dépot under consideration. 
Chairman Gress, he says, has not yet 
called this committee together, but will 
probably do so within a day or two.

It is expected at an early date, 
however, and Mr. Davis thinks the com- 
ing meeting of the committee will be an 
interesting one,

terday from Mrs. J. T. Pitts, of Kentucky, 
stating that her father, J. R. Noles, died 
in Jasper county in July under peculiar 
circumstances. He was buried anda no 
investigation of the case was made. Mrs. 
Pitts went to Jasper county upon learn- 
ing of her father’s death, and it is her 
opinion, stated in her letter to the gov- 
ernor, that he was foully dealt with, Sne 
now asks the governor to order an in- 
quest in the case and see if the respon- 
sibility for his death can be placed. 

Governor Candler cannot order an in- 
quest, but he will refer the matter to the 
solicitor genera] of the circuit and re- 
quest him to look into it. It seems that 
Mrs. Pitts tried to have an investigation 
made, but was told that as the interment 
had taken place in Newton county, the 
Jasper authorities could do nothing. This 
was, of course, in error, 

— 

In his coming message to the legisia- 
ture Governor Candler will recommend 
an amendment to the law relating to 
change of venue in criminal cases. AS 
the law stands at present, there can be 
no change of venue except upon a show- 
ing made. by the defendant that he can- 


fr not get a fair trial in the county wherc 


the alleged crime is committed. Before 
the judge grants a change of venue he 
must be satisfied that a fair trial cannot 
be had in the county where the trial 
would naturally take place. 

Governor Candler thinks that more dis- 
cretion should be allowed the courts in 
these cases. In his last message to the 
legislature he recommended that the law 
be so amended as to authorize the judge 
of a court to order a change of venue 
whenever there was danger of meb vi0- 
lence. Two recent cases, one in Cobb and 


‘one in Cherokee county, have cost the 


state more than $600 each. This was due 
to the necessity of having the military to 
protect the prisoner. By a change of 
venue the trial could be had at practical- 
ly one-fourth this expense. The pro- 
posed legislation would provide that the 
county in which the crime was commit- 
ted should pay the expense, wherever the 
case might be tried. 

The governor and others who have 
looked into the matter have thought it 
would also be a wise thing to give the 
state the right to ask for a change of 
venue. In many instances cases come 
up where it is apparent that any jury 
secured will be with the accused, and 
an acquittal will follow. This has hap- 
pened in several cases recently. The ques- 
tion may be brought up, therefore, as to 
whether the state is not entitled to a 
change of venue in such cases as this, 
as well as is the defendant, 

Secretary of State Phil Cook returned 
to the city yesterday and was at his 
office In the capitol. Mr. Cook has been 
spending some time at Hot Springs, N. 
C. He is considerably improved in health, 
but has not fully regained his strength 
and will have to rest for some time yet.

The recent order of the Lehigh Valley 
railroad, requiring the crews of shifting 
engines to use only English languace 
while on duty, meets with universa] ap- 
probation here. The order says that 
“under no circumstances shal] Pennsy!- 
vania German be spoken,” and it is said 
to have been issued for the reason that 
recently a serious collision nearly resuit- 
ed pecause a conductor gave directions 
to his crew In this language, and a brake- 
man who did not understand it perfectiyv 
shifted cars to the wrong track. As the 
rules are printed in English, the railroad 
officials are plainly in the right in in- 
sisting that this language shall be ex- 
Clusively used by its employees while on 
duty, 

What kind of @ language is this Penn- 
Sylvania German tongue which requires 
such an unusual] order to be issued to 
railroad crews? It is a strange compina- 
tion of English and the German dialect 
spoken in northern Bavaria. Here is a 
s§anza describing a locomotive, taken 
from a poem entitled “Fawra in der 
Train,” which is said to be sung to the 
tune of “Michael Schneider's Party” at 
picnics in eastern Pennsylvania:

A quarter ofa century ago it was said 
that this language was dying out and 
would soon be no more. Such prophecies, 
however, have proved to be false, for it 
is now spoken more widely than ever be- 
fore. Two millions of people in Pennsy!- 
vania, and probably a million more who 
have emigrated from Pennsylvanixz to tha 
middle west use it in daily conversauon. 
Even in cities like Allentown and Keading 
no merchant can be successful in business 
unless his employees are proficient in its 
use. On the trolley lines and in the raii- 
road yards employees may be heard em- 
ploying it constantly in social conversa- 
tion. These men speak English well, bit 
it is easier for them to chat in this 
strange dialect, which is governed by no 
rules of grammar. It seems that inevy are 
using it even when on duty, but the si:te- 
ty of the public demands that chis prac- 
tice shall be stopped, and the employees 
themselves will doubtless all agree that 
the Lehigh Valley railroad has done a 
good thing in issuing the order. 


Farming in a Combine. 
(From The Augusta Chronicle.) 

We have, at the south and in Georgia, 
some matters that the west cannot rival 
us in, agriculturally and otherwise, but 
Colorado appears to take the palm in gi- 
gantic farming. Our Colonel James M. 
Smith has worked wonders in planting on 
a large scale, but ex-Governor Benjamin 
H, Eaton is somewhat ahead of our great 
Georgia agriculturist. We are told, for 
instance, that Governor Eaton expects 
this year to realize $500,000 from his farm. 
ing operations and if the price of pota- 
toes and other produce be as high as in- 
dications seem to show, the governor's 
income will exceed the estimated amount 
by possibly $200,000. On the other hand, 
Should there be a heavy frost immedi- 
ately following a.rain during the coming 
week, the total figure may not be above 
$450,000. But the possibilities of frost are 
quite remote. Mr. Eaton no longer does 
the actual farming himself. He is a 
“scientifiC agricultura]  director.”’ He 
leases 16,000 acres and collects the rents 
therefrom. 

Think of a farmer realizing half a mil- 
lion dollars in one year. Verily, this is 
the age of vast combinations, even in 
agriculture. Later in the century, the 
south may match even this, since one 
prominent New England paper seriously 
reads in the future that Texas may, be- 
fore the twenty-first century, become the 
richest state in the whole union, out- 
classing New York and Pennsylvania. 


‘Money To Burn.” 

(From The New Orleans Picayune.) 
The expression, “‘money to burn,” is a 
mere slang phrase used in connection 
with profligate extravagance. But it has 
a more specific meaning when it refers 
to the destruction of mutilated currency. 
Twenty or twenty-five years ago the gov- 
ernment used to burn canceled currency, 
but that method of destroying it was 
abandoned when it was discovered that 
On windy days the draft in the chimnevs 
would draw notes only partially burned 
from the furnaces and spread them over 
the white house lot and ngighboring 
streets. Such bills have been redeemed 
in the past and Uncle Sam had to stand 
the loss. The government destroys some 
five hundred million dollars of soiled and 
ragged notes yearly. It Is now done by 
converting the paper into pulp. These 
notes are redeemed before they are de- 
stroyed. Two big pulp mills—materators 
they are termed officiallyv—gzrind them 
into a mass which looks like putty. The 
pulp is then treated with an alkali, which 
extracts the ink that constituted all the 
gs agp and inscriptions on the bill. Next 
t is converted into bales and shipped 
to a car wheel manufacturer. This pylp 
makes the best kind of wheels. The gov- 
ernment sells it for $0 a ton after it is 
baled and dry. 


Paraffine from the Gulf. 
(From The Galveston News.) 
For a long time coast dwellers reported 
there has been washed ashore in. the 
Rockport country by the gulf waves a 
white substance they knew nothing 
about, but which has the appearance of 
paraffine. This has been gathered up by 
some people, and a week or ten days ago 
a brick of it was sent to A. C. Hall. an 
ofl prospector in this city. Mr. Hall pro- 
nounced it paraffine and went to the 
coast country to investigate. He is back 
and says that the reports are true that 
the paraffine is washed in from the eulf. 
but from where he has no idea. At one 
place as much as 300 pounds was gathered 
up bv coast dwellers who knew ~othing 
of its value. Hall is of the opinion thag 
paraffine oozes from an oil deposit below 
the water and that it is practically re- 
fined by the action of the sea water. The 
coast dwellers claim that this stuff has 
been coming in from the gulf for several 

years. 


Electric Disinfection of Cars. 
(From The Lancet.) 
Nothing sweetens or freshens stale air 
better than ozone, and now that most 
of the railway companies have success- 
fully adopted’ a svstem by which each 
carriage on its journey develops by 
means of a dynamo attached to the axle- 
trees its own current of electricity for 
lighting purposes, there is no reason why 
the same current should not be utilized 
at the same time to ozonize the air of 
the compartment. The quantity of ozone 
required is small. The result would cer- 
tainly be good. since the ozone has a 
remarkably destructive action on aerial 
impurities and unpleasant smells, and 
ives the air a degree of freshness sim- 
flar to that of the sea breeze. ©

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COUNCIL AGAIN GETS PAPER 


Franchise Was Passed Last Wednes- 
day by Members. of Council 
and Went to the Mayor for 


Action on Saturday 
Afternoon. 


Mayor Mims yesterday morning vetoed | 


the ordinance granting a franchise to the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company for a 
line to West End along Peters street. 

The paper was returned to Clerk Camp- 
bell about 11 o’clock with the disapproval 
of the mayor. No veto message accom- 
panied the measure, but it is highly prob- 
able that the mayor will prepare a com- 
munication on the subject and file it with 
council] at the next regular meeting, which 
takes place on Monday afternoon. 

It is understood that the mayor’s chief 
objection to the Peters street grant was 
the fact that the ordinance gave a fran- 
chise to the company for the full term of 
its other grants—about forty-eight yeara. 
This was the principal reason advanced 
for vetoing the Boulevard extension fran- 
chise of the same company. 

It has been understood all along that it 
was the mayor’s intention to disapprove 
the Peters street line, go his aetion yes- 
terday was no surprise to those who have 
followed the history of the grant from the 
very first. Rather would the surprise have 
come had the paper been approved. 

The franchise provided that the Transit 
company should have the right to con- 
struct a line beginning at Holderness 
street in the seventh ward and along Oak 
street to Peters, along Peters and Trinity 


* avenue to Whitehall and up Whitehall to 


the viaduct. One of the most important 
provisions was to the effect that not a 
rail should be laid until a contract for 
the erection of a viaduct over the railway 
crossing had been signed. 

It was estimated that the Transit com- 
pany’s share of the amount necessary to 
build this bridge would be fully $15,000, 
and the balance of the money needed was 
to be contributed by the various railroad 
companies. The city reserved the right 
to grant any other street car company 
the privilege of crossing the viaduct pro- 
vided that company paid to the city a 
sum not Jess than that contributed by the 
Transit company toward the original 
building fund. 


When the mayor vetoed the Peters 


‘street line he also approved a franchise 


granted to the same company for a track 
on Jones avenue from its present line to 
the power house. It was im the nature 
of a spur track, and the grant covered 
@ period of forty-eight years. 


NEW CHURCH IN PROGRESS. 


Started but Interrupted for Lack of 
Funds — Contributions Solic- 
ited To Finish It. 

Emanuel Baptist church, corner East 
Fair street and Berean avenue, is a 
handsome little church which was start- 
ed some time ago, but lack of funds has 

now arrested its progress. 

The edifice, designed by B. R. Padgett 
& Son, is of brick and stone with a seat- 
ing capacity of 800 persons. The interior 
auditorium arrangement and the adjoin- 
ing Sunday = school department are 
planned with especial convenience. The 
church building is expected to cost 
about $6,000. The lot cost $900 and $1,700 
has already been expended on the foun- 
dation and superstructure, which is now 
up to the first story. Lack of money has 
brought the work to a standstill at this 
point and those interested in the matter 
are urgent in their solicitation of ad- 
ditional funds to complete it. 

The church was started by the Young 
Men’s Missionary Society of the Second 
Baptist church, who are enthusiastic and 
earnest Christian workers in the factory 
district where this church is located. 
Their meetings are at present held in an 
old shop accessible to the factory work- 
ers in the Fulton bag and cotton mills. 
About 150 persons attend. The need for 
the new church is pressing. All contribu- 
tions will aid in the work.

AARON FRENCH 
VISITS THE TECH 


Woll-Koown Philanthropist Gives An- 
ether Scholarship. 


PRAISES THE INSTITUTION 


Conditions Upon Which the Scholar- 
ship Will Be Given—More Tech 
Students Are Wanted by 
the Mexican National 
Railway. 


Aaron French, the wealthy Pittsburg 
manufacturer who has befriended the 
Georgia School of Technology in the past 
with ample donations, was in the city 
yesterday and in company with President 
Lyman Hall visited the school. He was 
greatly pleased at all of the improve- 
ments, and éspecially gratified to see the 
greatly increased equipment in the dif- 
ferent departments of the A. French tex- 
tile school. ; 

With great earnestness he said: 

“The people of Georgia do not realize 
the splendid equipment for textile train- 
ing which your institution affords. 
Wherever I have been in the north and 
east much inquiry and interest have been 
manifested in the training of young men 
for the manufacture of cotton fabrics. 
All the citizens of Atlanta should come 
to this institution and see what the state 
of Georgia is doing in a work which is 
bound «= bring untold wealth to their 
section.’’ 

Just before leaving Mr. French met 
one of the young men who is enjoying the 
second scholarship he gave to the school, 
and on being told that the young men 
who were his beneficiaries were doing 
credit to themselves, he turned to Presi- 
dent Hall and said he would be pleased 
to give the third scholarship to the 
school. : 

The scholarships which Mr. French has 
given from time to time are the results 
of hundreds of letters which he has re- 
celved from this state and other parts of 
the south from young men wanting as- 
sistance toward technical education. The 
scholarships are self-perpetuating in that 
the beneficiary begins to pay back the 
amount advanced to him in small month- 
ly notes after graduation. The first schol- 
arship was won by Mr. Edward Klein, 
of Atlanta, in September, 1898; the second 
was won last fall by Mr. J. A. Harbour; 
the third scholarship which Mr. French 
gave yesterday will allow the beneficiary 
$500 for his four years at the school. 

The conditions under which this schol- 
arship will be awarded are the same as 
those announced for the other scholar- 
ships, and are as follows: 

First. The applicant must be at least 16 
years of age. 

Second. No one is eligible whose family 
pay taxes on more than $3,000 worth of 
property. (Affidavits from city and coun- 
ty tax collectors are required.) 

Third. The scholarship is to be award- 
ed by competitive examination in the fol- 
lowing subjects: Algebra, through quad- 
ratics and radicals; geometry, through 

ane; English grammar. 

The scholarship is limited to no state 
or section of the country. 

On account of the fact that the time is 
quite short between now and the opening 
of the school, September 25, President 
Hall has placed the date of the competi- 
tive examination on December 30 of this 
year, immediately after the Christmas 
holidays. The examination will be held 
at the school on that date and students 
of the school, as well as any other young 
men from this or other states, will be al- 
lowed in the competition. The test will 
be conducted in absolute fairness, the pa- 
pers being designated by number and not 
by name. This method of bestowing bene- 
fits upon young men has been highly 
commended by The Manufacturers’ Rec- 
ord and other prominent technical maga- 
zines. 

Mr. French leaves early this morning 
for north Georgia, but is expéctted here 
again in the fall. 

Yesterday President Hall received a 
letter from the president of the Mexican 
National railway, asking him for five or 
six more Tech students to go to Mexico 
and engage in extensive work which is 
to be done on the Mexican National with- 
in a short time. It will be remembered 
that Messrs. Neel and Furlow accepted 
positions with the Mexican National] in 
June. They have found their work in con- 
formity with their talents and good re- 
ports have reached their friends of their 
new fields of endeavor.

Anarchists Denounced.

Whereas, this class of criminals in the dis- 
charge of their murderous designs are becoming 
a serious menace to the lives of our best cit- 
izens und to the best interests of our free 
American institutions, therefore, 

Be it resolved, That it is the sense of the 
Democratic League of Fulton county, here as- 
sLembled, that some immédiate steps be taken 
for .the enactment of suitable Jegislation for 
the suppression and punishment of this clasa 
of outlaws and the foresta)ment and ‘prevention 
of their depredations against human life, law

The meeting of the police board was 
enlivened last night by a very warm and 
earnest speech from Commissioner Broth- 
erton in regard to the boand paying men 
for time lost while laid up from injuries 
and other causes. The commissioner 
wanted to be fair to the men, but at the 
same time he did not like the idea of giv- 
ing away the people’s money with too 
much prodigality. 

Acting Chairman Jones 
Commissioner Brotherton. 

Commissioner Fox wanted to get the 
law on the subject. 

Commissioner Johnson was willing for 
the city attorney to give an opinion on 
the sick cases, but he desired that full 
pay be allowed Patrolman W. H. Turner, 
who was going to Buffalo on the trip 
given him by the Constitution. ~ 

There were a number of petitions for 
lost time read before the board. Some 
of the men had been hurt while in the 
discharge of their duty, one had fallen 
from his bicycle on account ow a loose 
handlebar and several had been injured 
while pursuing |jawbreakers. 

It has been the custom of the police 
board in the past to be quite liberal in 
allowing the officers for lost time, often 
giving them full pay. There were cases 
in which men had lost five or six months 
and full pay was allowed. 

Commissioner Brotherton has always 
heen a little slow abount granting these 
allowances, and once or twice Ne has 
demurred, but as it seemed to be the 
wishes of the other members of the board 
he voted with them. 

Giving People’s Money Away. 

Last night after three or four petitions 
for pay for lost time had been read and 
the petition of Patrolman Turner for pay 
while he was in Buffalo had been taken 
up, Commissioner Brotherton arose and 
with some show of feeling he said: 

‘Gentlemen, this thing must stop some- 
where. We must quit giving away the 
people’s money. Here we are voting with 
a lavish hand the people’s money tc offi- 
cers who have not worked for it. If a 
man has been seriously hurt in the ac- 
tive discharge of his duty it may be well 
and right to pay him, but in the past we 
have been lax in this business of voting 
full pay to every man that asked for it. 
I move that the matter be referred to 
Commissioner Fox as a committee ef one 
and that he be directed to confer with the 
city attorney to ascertain whether or not 
we have the legal right to vote this money 
in any such manner. We give away at 
least $1,000 a year.’’ 

Commissioner Jones said he thought 
Commissioner Brotherton was exactly 
right. 

‘T wish to say,” said Commissioner 
Jones, ‘that I am opposed to paying 1t’a- 
trolman Turner while he is off on a pleas- 
ure trip when there is objection to paying 
men who have been injured while in the 
discharge of their duty.”’ 

Thought He Deserved It. 

“T think,’’ said Commissioner Johnson, 
“that we ought to be willing to give Tur- 
ner his time. He is our mest popular 
policeman and got nearly 100,000 votes. 
He will go to Buffalo and talk up Atlanta. 
The two firemen have been given tihcir 
time, and we ought to give it to our suc- 
cessful candidate.”’ 

‘T want the whole matter to go to che 
city attorney,’’ said Commissioner Broth- 
erton, ‘If this thing is legal then we 
can consider all the petitions at another 
meeting.”’ ‘ 

“As for me,” saki Commissioner Jones, 
‘if the city attorney and all the city 
council said it was legal to pay a man 
while he is off frollicking I would not 
vote for it. I think it would be an infa- 


mous outrage, especially since we are 
holding up pay for men who were hurt.’ 
“T am for getting the law,’ said Com- 


missioner Fox. 
The matter was finally referred to Com- 
missioner Fox, who is to confer with the 


city attorney today. 


DR. T. L. WATSON TO RESIGN. 


Assistant State Geologist Will Ac- 
cept Chair of Geology of 
Denison University. 

Dr. T. L. Watson, the assistant state 
geologist, will resign his position October 
1 to accept a professorship in Denison

The position was offered Dr Watson 
some time ago, but nothing was known 
of his intention to accept it until yester- 
day morning. Denison university is one 
of the most prominent institutions of 
learning in the state of Ohio, and as Dr. 
Watson has been tendered the chair of 
geology for life he has every reason to 
be congratulated. 

The work that Dr. Watson has done 
as assistant state geologist speaks for 
itself, and the department will be very 
unwilling to give him up. His successor 
has not yet been named.

OF THE CONGAREEL, lS DEAD 


J. Gordon Coogler, America’s mogast 
famous exponent of unconscious humor— 
a humor that the bard of Columbia, S. C.., 
as little wotted of as he was ignorant of 
the flaws in his verse—is no more, Death 
came at Columbia early yesterday morn- 
ing. The laure] wreath that never was 
his, and the cap and bells of the clown 
that came instead are now as naught. 
He is beyond the vale of tears that he 
talked of in limping lines and the heart- 
aches and fears and aisappointments and 
sorrows and other things popularly sup- 
posed to beset a poet in a greater degree 
than other men, are but ghosts of yester- 
day! 

“Vale Coogler! You aimed at a star, 
and, fauing short of the heavenly heights 
of song you sought to sing, you never 
knew the dissidence of your lines; you 
fondly imagined you had caught the music 
of thé’ spheres, and you were doubtless 
happy with the happiness born of ignor- 
ance. But, if you fell short of your aim 
in life, your name and fame are safe!’’ 

J. Gordon Coogler first sprang into 
prominence some five or six years go. A 
printer by trade, the poetic feeling was 
keen within him; the faculty for expres- 
sion totally lacking, he yet had a knack 
of rounding up his vagrant thoughts 
in a way well calculated to whet the 
appetite for the seeker after the unique 
in life. Coogler, the lonely bard of the 
Congaree, was a human interest story 
personified. He lived for his art alone, 
and so what cared he for the raps and 
scoffs of unfeeling critics! He had a mes- 
sage for the world, and, although his ex- 
pression was crude, there was a pie rgb 

ion concealed within his 
ao nl oun the: earnest student could 


not fail to note. 
At the time of his death he was 36 years 


~~ 


old. He died suddenly of heart failure. 
Although in failing health, his friends 
were not prepared for his early taking 
off. Briefly, the young poet's life might 
be chronicled in this wise: His father 
died when J. Gordon Coogler was a boy, 
and the family, having little of this 
world’s goods, he was forced to strike out 
for himself. This he did, and made every 
effort to support his mother and sisters. 
He learned the printer's trade, and finally 
established a print shop of his own, where 
he issued from time to time small vol- 
umes of verse. The late Charles A. 
Dana, editor of The New York 8un, first 
brought the youthf0l poet into the blind- 
ing limelights of public notice. The orig- 
inality of his poems was such as to at- 
tract immediate attention, and it was not 
long before the young verse-smith occu- 
pied a niche in American literature at 
once unique and fully deserved. Great 
journals and magazines all over this 
country and in England reproduced many 
of his most striking thougnts. It is re- 
lated that members of the nobility order- 
ed copies of his most famous poems. The 
returns from his works added materially 
to his income. 

He was all the vogue several years ago, 
and interest in him reached such a 
heighth in Atlanta that a Coogler Club 
was organized and an effort was made to 
induce the young bard to come here and 
deliver a lecture. His extreme modesty 
was instrumental in causing this scheme 
to fall through. 

While a hard worker, Mr. Cooglers 
health had always been excellent until 
the death of his mother, some months 
ago. The death of his sister last month 
had a depressing effect upon the young 
man, and unquestionably hastened his un- 
timely end, It is doubtful if there is an-

He said he 
went on the porch to drive off a dog and 
seeing a comfortable chair he sat down 
to rest. He claimed that he was suffer- 
ing from an injury in the side and proved 
that he had been injured. 

Bicycle Sergeants Martin and Abbott 
made reports of the work done by the 
bicycle squads and they showed that 
they had done the finest work that was 
ever performed by a similar number of 
members of the force. The bfcycle men 
travel on their wheels nearly fifteen thou- 
sand miles each month, and they have 
made a-large number of arrests and kept 
the best of order on their beats. 

Chief Ball showed that since he aboP 
ished the detective bureau and placed 
the detectives directly underxhim they 
had done most excellent service. He was 
particular to state that perfect harmony 
and peace was now enjoyed by the whole 
department.

‘Tom Hammond and Accomplices In- 


_ dicted for Murder of Policeman 
DeBray—Indictments Against 
‘Henry Lyle, J. W. John- 
son and McLane.

The fall term grand jury held its first 
Session yesterday morning. 

Before beginning the consideration of 
business the jury listened to an able and 
pointed charge from Judge J. H. Lump- 
kin, of the superior court, the principal 
feature of which related to the rumors of 
corruption in municipal affairs. The 
judge was very plain on that point, and 
charged the jury to probe the matter 
and ascertain the truthfulness or falsity 
of the reports. 

It will be remembered that the spring 
term grand jury had the rumors under 
investigation and submitted a special pre- 
sentment requesting the fall term grand 
jury to furts.er prosecute the investiga- 
tion. 
~ “YT do not know,” said Judge Lumpkin, 
“whether these .charges are true or not, 
but I @o know that if they are true it is 
an outrage upon law and a shame to our 
ci.y and to our community, and a wrong 
which demands prompt and effective ac- 
tion to punish any violation of the crim- 
inal laws in the past, if any has taken 
place, and to stop any such violations in 
the future, if any be contemplated. 

“That there are honest councilmen and 
honest officers need hardly be said. That 
these officers may differ in opinion, or 
may have a difference of judgment with 
respect to what is for the public benefit 
and the public welfare, goes without say- 
ing. That they may act upon their judg- 
ment, although it may differ sometimes 
from the judgment of others, is an ap- 
parent truism without need of discussion. 
And in what I say I do not mean any re- 
flection upon any member of council or 
any official. But if any municipal officer, 
from the highest to the lowest, has been 
or shall be -1ilty of receiving a bribe, 
both he and every person concerned in 
ica it should be indicted by this grand 
ury.” 

‘Charged To Do Their Duty. 


The jury was charged that if there had 


been any violation of the law within the 
past two years, whether the persons con- 
cerned are now in or out of office, it is 
their duty to indict. It was further 
charged that not only is the person offer- 
ing a bribe, but the person receiving it 
and all other parties concerned are guilty 
and should be indicted. An attempt to 
bribe was also referred to, and the jury 


‘was informed that a person making such 


an attempt is indictable, whether succesa- 
ful or not; also that if any public officer 
or member of the municipal council has 
offered to receive a bribe he is guilty of 


an attempt. 


Judge Lumpkin also called the atten- 
tion of the jury to the approaching 
municipal election, and stated that it !s 
of the highest importance that elections 
should be kept clean and pure and free 
from taint of illegality. He cited certain 
provisions of law touching elections and 
illegal practice in connection with them, 
and urged the jury to give the matter 
proper consideration if any violations of 
these laws come to their notice. The 
laws quoted relate both to the voter and 
the manager of the election. 

Many Indictments Found. ; 

At the conclusion of the charge of Judge 
Lumpkin the grand jury retired to its 
room and began the preparation of busi- 
ness for the criminal superior court. Dur- 
ing the session fourteen true bills were 
returned. The jurors will meet again 
this morning at 10'o’clock. 

Tom Hammond, Ike Hammond, Oscar 
Hammond and Jim Erwin, negroes, were 
indicted for the murder of Patrolman E. 
H. DeBray, who was shot to death in 
West End on the night of June 28. The 
indictment specifies Tom Hammond as 
the man who did the actual shooting, 
and charges the other defendants with 
aiding and abetting the crime. The four 
negroes were arrested stortly after the 
murder, and are confined in ..e Tower. 

A true bill was returned against Henry 
B. Lyle, the white man charged with the 
murder of Maggie Rodgers, a negro wom- 
an. The killing occurred on August 14, 
in the yard in the rear of the woman's 
home on Horton street. It is charges 
that Lyle choked the woman to death 
with his hands. The mother of the girl 
is said to have identified Lyle as the 
man who ran away from the scene. 

J. W. Johnson, a white man, charged 
with cutting to death his brother in law, 
Robert Smith, near sition park, a 
short time ago, was icted on the 
charge of voluntary manslaughter. 

‘Lhree true bills were returned charging 
Walter C. McLane with embezzlement. 
Mcuwane was bookkeeper for the Bank of 
Commerce, and is charged with having 
embezzled funds belonging to that con- 
cern. 

One of the indictments specifies that, 
G@uring the year 1899, McLane embezzled 
$3,361; another that, during the year 1900, 
he embezzled $4,181, and the other that he 
embezzled $1,500 during the year _ 190i, 
making a total of $9,042. 

Ali of the above named defendants are 
under arrest.

Southern Stationary Engineers With- 
draw from Convention. 


NEGRO DELEGATE THE CAUSE

A. D. Howard, of Atlanta, Declares 
That He Will Surrender Char- 
ter of Local Organization 
as Soon as He Returns 
to the City. 


The National Association of Stationary 
Engineers, which held a convention at 
Rochester, N. Y., last week, has struck 
a snag in the shape of the color line. 

An effort was made by the delegates 
from Georgia to have the association's 
constitution amended so as to exclude 
negroes from the membership list, but it 
failed. As a result, the southern dele- 
gates have decided to withdraw from th2 
association until it is seen fit to make the 
organization one purely for white men. 

A. D. Howard, chief engineer at the 
Fulton county jail, and president of Geor- 
gia Association No. 1, announces that 
upon his return to Atlanta it is his in- 
tention to give up the charter of this 
branch and also his commission until the 
color ine has been drawn in the associa- 
tion. Reports from the convention seat 
are to the effect that all the southern 
delegates are indignant over the affair. 

The following account of the matter 
from Mr. Howard sheds considerable light 
on the question: 

“The National Association of Stationary 
Engineers met in convention in Roches- 
ter on Tuesday morning of this week. Tite 
convention went along smoothly until 
Georgia Association No. 2 offered an 
amendment to the subordinate constitu- 
tion inserting before the word ‘engineer’ 
the word ‘white,’ when it was voted down 
unanimously. The southern delegates have 
decided to withdraw from the association 
until the convention sees fit to insert 
‘white’ before ‘engineers.’ 

“One negro delegate from New Jersey 
has been seated in the convention. The 
southern delegate of Association No. 1 ab- 
sented himself from the association and 
took no further part in the convention. 
There was a!so a negro woman on the 
local entertaining committee and my wife 
also absented herself from any partici- 
pation in the programme laid down by the 
local committee. At the grand ball given 
in the Powers hotel, one of the largest 
in the city, the negro delegate from New 
Jersey and the negro woman on the local 
eommittee were in the grand march. 

“Myself and wife did not take any part 
in the dance at all. On my return to 
Atlanta I will proceed, as president of 
No. 1 and also as state deputy president of 
Georgia, to give up our charter and my 
commission until the color line is drawn 
in the association. All of the southern 
delegates are indignant over the affair.

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GOVERNMENT AGAIN SUED 


Cocoa-Cola Company Brings Suit 
Against Collector Rucker. 


AMOUNT INVOLVED IS $29,502 


Company Seeks To Recover Alleged 
Taxes—Similar Suit Resulted 
in Mistrial Last June. 


In the city court yesterday the Coca- 
Cola company, through its attorneys, Ar- 
nold & Arnold, filed suit against Henry A. 
Rucker, United States internal revenue 
collector, for $29,502 to recover alleged 
taxes. 

The petition claims that the plaintiff 
manufactures a soda fountain beverage 
known as coca-cola, and that the internal 
revenue department of the government il- 
legally assessed a tax againgt the prepar, 
ation, claiming that it waS a medicinal, 
proprietary article. The petition alleges 
that from August 7, 1899, to June 17, 1901, 
the government collected in internal rev- 
enue taxes upon the company’s product 
$29,502. Judgment is asked against the 
defendant for this amount. 

The Coca-Cola company has a similiar 
claim against the government for $10,000 
taxes, and on similar ground, from Octo- 
ber 14, 1898, to August 1, 1899. This suit, 
it will be remembered, was tried last June 
in the United States court, but the jury 
failed to agree and a mistrial was de- 
clared.

PLANS NEAR COMPLETION 


Commercially It Will Eclipse All 
Former Efforts — Amusement 
Features of Highest Order 
and Greatly Di- 
versified 


Just thirty days from today the South- 
ern Interstate fair, the third of its kind, 
will be officially opened. That this will be 
the greatest fair held in the south since 
the Cotton States exposition there is no 
doubt. Commercially it will be the great- 
est, bringing together and concentrating 
more natural products of the _ several 
states which will exhibit than any other 
fair seen here. From the standpoint of 
the amusement lover it will far surpass 
anything ever seen here before. 

Meanwhile plans along all directions are 
being perfected. On the opening day of 
the fair everything will be in shape for 
the thousands who are expected 
to be present. This year, unlike 
years that have passed, the open- 
ing of the fair will be as impor- 
tant as any other point of the programme. 
In the past the opening has amounted to 
little; this year the amusement begins at 
the very first, the great bench show, un- 
der the auspices of the American Kennel 
Club, being the big feature of the first 
four days. The flower parade and battle 
on the race track will be the big feature 
of the opening day and plans for this are 
maturing rapidly. 

Owing to the nearness of the opening 
the board of directors will meet weekly, 
every Thursday, to take up various mat- 
ters of importance as they arise. From 
now until the opening there will be com- 
mittee meetings nearly every day in con- 
nection with various features of the big 
show.

It will 
be a skeleton incline and will in no way 
interfere with the view of the races. 

Then there is a new stage to be erected 
directly in front of the grand stand for 
the great vaudeville show which is to 
be put on during the second week of the 
fair. This will be an outdoor perform- 
ance practically, and undoubtedly the 
most expensive vaudeville ever seen in 
this city. Every act will be a star act, 
the salary list for the show being ex- 
tremely high. 

Meanwhile the preparatory work in all 
the buildings is going steadily forward, 
particularly in the horse show building. 
New grades are being made where needed 
throughout the grounds, new arrange- 
ments of all kinds looking toward the en- 
tire comfort of visitors. The demand for 
space for exhibits has been enormous and 
the buildings promise to be jammed with

As for the racing this year, Manager 
William Tracy holds out a most encour- 
aging view.

ness of spots in the interior, amd the leading 
markets declining from |-Il6c to %“c brought 
out sellers near the close, establishing a break 
of 12 to 14 points from the top, making the 
loss on the day 7 points. Manchester cables 
say that the market has been feverish and un- 
settled owing to the uncertainties existing. 
While admitting the statistical situation might 
be conducive to higher prices in the near fu- 
ture, still the position of cloths is very dif- 
ferent from that of a year ago. Most. out- 
lets are well supplied, ani there is no need to 
pay fancy pric’s in the face of a reduction 
within a few months. Shippers for India and 
China prefer to await results. Crop advices 
from central and southern Texas are more 
optimistic, as the recent rains, it is claimed, 
have improved the outlook. Travelers and rail- 
road men from that state think the damage 
has been exaggerated, and are of the opinion 
that the shortage from drovght will be offset 
considerably by the increased acreage. The re- 
ports from the other states are generally favor- 
able, and while the heavy rains some time 
back delayed picking, they were beneficial, es- 
pecially as they were followed by hot forcing 
weather. Judging from the present indications 
the pressing early engagements for September 
have been filled, accounting for the weakness 
now prevalent in spots. Unless a good de- 
mand for the raw article soon makes its ap- 
pearance again, it is unlikely that values can 
be sustained for the momenet. 


New York. September 9.—Liverpool reacted 
during the morning, as was expected, but 
lost the advance during the session on very 
small business. Cablegrams state the markets 
there are as mixed as ‘o the future cours: of 
prices as here. Trade demand has so slacked 
that the statistical position does not have 
the effect of inducing spinners to buy freely 
in advance.

FOR REGISTRATION 


Books for City Election To Be Closed 
Saturday Evening. 


INTERESTING CONTESTS ON 


In Only Two of the Wards Are Can- 
didates Without Opposition. 
Interest Is Growing in 
the. Primary Election. 
Occurs#on 26th. 


Despite the fact that this is considercd 
an off year in city politics for the rea- 
son that no mayor is to be elected, inter- 
est in the approaching white primary is 
growing and the indications now point to 
a decidedly lively campaign. 

A number of dandidates for aldermanic 
and councilmafiic honors have already 
announced, and in several of the wards 
there are some decidedly warm contests 
on. There are but five days left in which 
to register, and it is expected that curing 
the last few days of the week there will 
be a rush by taxpayers to get on the reg- 
istration books before they close. 

All who were registered to vote in the re- 
cent water bond election will not be requir- 
ed to register again for the white primary 
election, which takes place on the 26th 
of this month, but all who have not reg- 
istered since the beginning of the year 
will not be entitled to take part in the 
primary unless they register before Sat- 
urday night. 

In order to facilitate matters as much 
as possible, County Tax Collector A. P. 
Stewart, who is registrar, severa] days 
ago established a branch registration cf- 
fice at Silyerman’s corner and this will 
be kept open until the books are ‘closed. 
Atlanta is entitled to poll a vote of at 
least 10,000 in eity elections and there 
were only 3,000 registered for the water 
bond. election, which occurred in the 
spring. 

About 1,000 Have Registered. 


Within the past few weeks about 1,000 
‘people have. registered. for the primary 
election. Therefore it will be readily seen 
that if the interest, which now seems to 
be manifested in the approaching election 
is genuine, it behooves a good many tax- 
payers to make the necessary preparation 
to take part in the primary by putting 
their names on the registration books 
before it is too late. 

The city executive committee, which 
met several weeks ago, adopted resolu- 
tions declaring that the registration books 
should positively close on the evening of 
the 14th. ‘This will give the registrar 
time in which to weed out duplicate reg- 
istrations and prepare the lists for the 
use of the menagers and clerks to be 
appointed for the pools in each of the 
seven wards. . 

Since the meeting of the city executive 
committee several interesting announce- 
ments have been made, One was the with- 
drawal of Dr. Charles J. Vaughan from 
the race for council from the fourth ward 
in the interest of J. Frank.Beck, and the 
other was the entrance of Benjamin M. 
Hill for council from the sixth ward. 

A great deal of interest now centers 
about the contest in the sixth. There are 
three candidates and all are considerd 
strong men politically. Those who are in 
the race from this ward are James L. 
Key, Donald M. Bain and B. H. Hill. 
Although a resident of Atlanta for many 
years. this is the first time that Mr. Hill 
has ever gone before the people for any 
public: office. For some eight years he 
was solicitor general of this circuit. 

Where Warm Contests Exist. 


Mr, Key was one of the candidates from 
his ward in the last municipal election, 
but was defeated by Judge E. C. Kontz, 
who is one of the two representatives of 
the sixth in council. Mr. Bain has a large 
number of friends in the city and he is 
therefore considered an exceedingly 
strong candidate. 
of these three candidates will make a 
warm contest a certainty. 

There are three candidates who are 
now without opposition. They are Dr. 
T. D. Longino, who will stand for elec- 
tion to the aldermanic board from the 
seventh ward; Captain Evan P. Howell, 
who is the candidate for council from the 
same ward, and Courtland S. Winn, who 
is the candidate for council from the sec- 
ond ward, 

For alderman from the north side the 
contest is now between W. M. Terry, 
rresent councilman from the fourth ward, 
and J. E. Maddox. For alderman from 
the south side the contest is between for- 
mer Mayor James G. Woodward and A. 
C. Minhinnett, who at present represents 
the third ward in council, 

In the first ward former Councilman 
J. H. Harwell and W,. O. Stamps will 
contend for a seat in council, while in 
the third there is a triangular contest be- 
tween Judge J. G. Bloodworth, James E. 
Warren and M. BE. Matthews. Out in the 
fourth there are also three candidates— 
J. Frank Beck, Mc. M. Turner and Da. 
J. W. Carmichael, while in the fifth the 
eentest is between Dan 8. Walraven, lI. 
F. Styron and John T. Alexander. 

Allvof the candidates will be assessed 
their share of the cost of election by the 
sub-committee of the general city execu- 
tive committee in the next few days.

It is stated that the tracks 
of the Railway and-Power company are 
parallel with the tracks of. the Central 
railroad at the point where the accident 
occurred, and also that the car was run- 
ning a race with a Central fréight train 
at the time Mr. McGrath was struck. It 
is alleged that the motorman was giving 
his attention to the train instead of the 
car and that he was guilty of negligence. 

It is further alleged that the gong was 
not rung or other notice’given of the ap- 
proach of the car, and that the car was 
not checked or stopped after striking Mr. 
McGrath, which, if done, it is stated, 
would have saved his Hfe. It is also
